The  acquisition  and  development  of  the  30  space  Walnut  Street 
Parking  Lot  was  one  of  the  first  projects  under  the  town's 
FY  1990  Massachusetts  Small  Cities  Program  Grant,  and  was 
completed  in  the  spring  of  1  992.  The  $77,  430  total  cost  of 
the  project  included  $42,  500  for  the  price  of  the  land  and 
$27,600  for  construction  and  materials.  The  ability  to  make 
this  an  affordable  project  was  due  in  great  part  to  the  Palmer 
Highway  and  Parks  Departments,  who  provided  virtually  all  of 
the  labor  for  the  laying  out  and  construction  of  this  lot. 
The  success  of  this  project  can  be  attributed  to  the 
public/private  cooperative  efforts  of  the  Palmer  Savings  Bank, 
the  Palmer  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Palmer  Community  Development 
Department,  the  Palmer  Highway  Department,  the  Palmer  Parks 
Department  and  the  Downtown  Palmer  Business  Association.

Nineteen-ninety-two  found  this  Board  facing  the  same 
unresolved  issues  as  it  has  in  1991:  increased  regulations  by  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  for  solid  waste  disposal; 
the  disposition  of  the  vacant  school  buildings  and  reduced  budgets. 

Mark  T.  MacDougall  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board  at  the 
meeting  of  April  2S ,  1992  with  Lawrence  M.  Jasak  being  elected  as 
Vice  Chairman. 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  postponed  until  June  to  allow  the 
Finance  Committee  additional  time  to  prepare  a  balanced  budget. 
This  was  not  successful  and  the  voters  passed  a  budget  which  was 
1.7  million  over  the  Proposition  2  1/2  levy  limit. 

An  override  election  was  held  on  August  4,  1992  with  four 
questions  to  be  voted  on:  $41,600.00  to  supplement  the  Street 
Lighting  Budget;  $159,381.00  to  supplement  the  Public  School 
Salaries;  $30,000.00  to  supplement  the  Public  Schools 
Transportation  and  $35,000.00  to  supplement  the  Public  School 
Athletics.  Voters  overwhelmingly  defeated  all  the  ballot 
questions  and  a  Special  Town  Meeting  was  scheduled  in  October  to 
balance  the  budget.  The  Special  Town  Meeting  was  held  on  October 
26,  1992  and  a  proposed  budget  reflecting  an  approximate  14%  cut 
to  all  departmental  budgets  was  presented  to  the  voters  and 
approved. 

As  a  result  of  the  14%  budget  cuts,  four  employees  were  laid 
off:  two  in  the  Park  as  well  as  two  in  the  Highway.  The 
positions  of  Assistant  Town  Collector  and  Senior  Clerk  in  the 
Assessors  were  not  filled  following  the  retirement  of  these 
employees.  Elected  officials  found  it  necessary  to  reduce  the 
hours  of  their  clerical  staff  to  comply  with  the  reductions. 

Street  lights  became  a  controversial  issue  following  the 
failure  of  the  override  for  $41,600.  It  was  necessary  to  reduce 
this  budget  by  $55,000.00.  The  only  way  to  accomplish  this  was  to 
shut  off  approximately  660  lights  throughout  the  Town.  The  Board 
was  reluctant  to  do  this  as  they  felt  lighted  streets  were 
essential  to  the  public  safety  of  the  residents.  The  Safety 
Committee  was  asked  to  research  this  matter  and  keeping  the  best 
interest  of  the  Town  in  mind,  recommend  to  the  Board  what  lights 
could  be  turned  off.  The  Safety  Committee  refused  to  do  this  and 
as  a  result  the  Board  had  a  difficult  decision  to  make. 

In  November  the  process  of  shutting  lights  off  began.  Six 
hundred  and  sixty  six  lights  with  a  $0  balance  of  the  amortized 
installation  cost  were  turned  off.  The  remaining  lights  carry  an 
unamortized  cost  of  $50,000  and  to  shut  these  lights  off  would 
have  cost  the  Town  the  remaining  unamortized  cost.  Residents  must 
realize  that  the  Board  was  not  in  favor  of  shutting  off  the  lights 
but  due  to  the  failure  of  the  voters  to  appropriate  the  funds,  the 
Board  had  no  other  alternatives. 
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Disposal  of  solid  waste  and  sludge  and  landfill  closure  and 
capping  still  remain  an  issue.  A  Request  for  Proposal  was 
advertised  in  April  of  1992  and  proposals  were  received  on  May  1, 
1992.  All  proposals  were  rejected  as  none  met  the  minimum 
requirements  of  the  Request  for  Proposals.  New  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  adopted  by  DEP  have  since  been  approved  and  these 
regulations  are  not  as  stringent.  It  is  hoped  that  Bids/Request 
for  Proposals  will  be  sent  out  early  in  1993  with  a  contract  being 
awarded  prior  to  Fiscal  1994. 

In  an  attempt  to  bring  in  additional  revenues  to  the  Town, 
bids  were  requested  for  the  sale  of  the  five  buildings  vacated  by 
the  School  Department.  Although  bids  were  sought  twice,  there  was 
only  one  potential  buyer  for  the  Park  Street  School.  The  Board 
continues  to  work  with  this  individual  to  come  to  an  agreement  as 
to  the  disposal  of  this  school. 

Additional  areas  of  concern  for  this  Board  include  ground 
water  monitoring  at  the  landfill  and  combined  sewer  overflow  and 
effluent  toxicity  testing  of  the  Waste  Water  Treatment  Plant. 
These  projects,  required  by  the  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection  and  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  will  result  in 
additional  expenditures  to  the  Town.  Failure  to  comply  with  these 
directives  will  result  in  considerable  fines  being  levied  against 
the  Town. 

A  grant  was  received  for  the  Quaboag  Valley  Co-operative 
sewer  project  which  was  completed  in  the  Spring  of  1992.  All  92 
homes  have  been  connected  to  the  town  sewer  system. 

As  the  end  of  the  year  approaches  department  heads  are  once 
again  faced  with  developing  budgets  that  will  fall  within  the 
guidelines  of  Proposition  2  1/2.  The  Board  voted  to  request  that 
all  departments  submit  level-funded  budgets  when  preparing  their 
FY  1993  budgets.  The  Finance  Committee  and  this  Board  will 
continue  to  work  together  with  all  the  Town  Departments  to  present 
a  balanced  budget  to  the  voters  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  without 
jeopardizing  the  services  and  safety  of  the  public. 

We  would  once  again  like  to  thank  all  officers,  boards, 
committees  and  employees  for  their  continued  cooperation  and 
support .

ANNUAL  REPORT 


In  1992  the  Police  Department  like  other  Departments  in  Palmer,  took 
a  drastic  cut  in  the  Annual  Budget.  As  a  result  services  have  been 
reduced  or  cut  out  and  the  number  of  officers  on  the  street  has  been 
reduced . 

Charlann  Griswold  was  appointed  as  Confidential  Secretary  on 
February  1,  1992. 

In  the  Summer  of  1992,  Officer  James  Lynch  was  appointed  as  D.A.R.E. 
Officer  and  started  the  program  at  the  Converse  Middle  School  in 
September . 

With  funding  from  the  previous  years  budget,  we  were  able  to 
purchase  three  cruisers  with  new  radar  equipment  and  new  Smith  & 
Wesson  40  cal.  semi-auto  handguns  for  all  members  of  the  Department. 
A  Management  Study  of  the  Police  . Department  was  done  by  Police 
Management  Associates  of  Springfield.  At  the  present  time  it  is 
being  reviewed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  me  for  implementation. 
Along  with  the  1992  statistics,  I  have  included  a  report  of  1982  and 
1972  for  comparison.  As  you  can  see,  the  number  of  offenses  in  1972 
and  1982  were  approximately  the  same:  from  1982  to  1992  the  number 
doubled.  Also,  there  were  897  disturbance  calls  and  733  false 
alarms  in  1992. 

This  year  the  accidents  were  slightly  below  last  year's  total. 
Domestic  abuse  calls  are  increasing  each  year. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Police  Department  for  their 
dedication  and  support  during  some  very  difficult  financial 
constraints.  The  number  of  calls  has  increased  dramatically  while 
the  number  of  officers  on  the  street  has  been  drastically  reduced. 

Also  thank  you  to  the  people  of  Palmer,  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  and 
the  Finance  Committee  for  their  support  and  understanding  during 
these  critical  financial  constraints.

In  closing,  we  wish  also  to  thank  Chief  Howard  Case,  the  members  of  the  Palmer  Police 
Department,  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Palmer  for  the  support  they  have  given  us  during  the 
past  year.

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POLICE  MANAGEMENT  STUDY  CONCLUSIONS 


The  purpose  of  this  study  has  been  to  objectively  examine 
the  management  practices  and  operations  of  the  Palmer  Police 
Department  from  a  set  of  clearly  defined  and  professionally 
accepted        standards.  Police        work        takes       place        in  a 

multi-dimensional  social  and  cultural  context.  Important  and 
conflicting  values  dynamically  intersect  and  collide.  The  ability 
of  any  police  officer  to  perform  well  at  a  professional  level 
depends  upon  the  officer's  individual  personality,  the  unique 
police  department  in  which  he  or  she  works,  the  community  served, 
the  criminal  justice  system  itself,  and  perhaps  most  importantly, 
the  quality  of  police  leadership. 

One  of  the  more  detrimental  and  damaging  symptoms  of  poor 
police  leadership  within  a  police  department  is  the  lack  of  trust 
between  management  and  staff.  A  lack  of  trust  often  results  in 
poor  communication  and  poor  morale  that  eventually  destroys  the 
commitment  of  the  staff.  Sadly,  it  is  the  public  who  pays  the 
price  in  the  long  run. 

As  the  authors  became  more  and  more  involved  in  the  data 
collection  process,  it  became  obvious  that  there  was  an  alarming 
lack  of  trust  between  the  Chief  and  his  staff.  The  staff's 
reaction  was  a  general  feeling  of  tension  and  frustration.  It 
seemed  that  each  staff  member  interpreted  policy  and  procedure 
according  to  his  or  her  own  values.  Simply,  for  every  staff 
member  there  were  just  as  many  ways  of  dealing  with  calls  for 
police  service.  Unfortunately,  the  consistent  delivery  of 
professional  police  services  most  often  depended  upon  an 
individual's  talent,  training,  and  initiative,  rather  than 
leadership . 

If  modern  municipal  policing  were  run  as  a  private  business 
and  its  labor  force  provided  a  poor  product,  it  might  very  well  go 
out  of  business.  A  poor  manager  in  private  industry  expects  to  be 
replaced  for  the  good  of  the  business.  However,  in  policing,  many 
managers  are  civil  servants  and  their  jobs  are  protected.  Poor 
police  managers  are  almost  never  removed  or  replaced.  Hence, 
during  their  tenure  they  become  entrenched  and  their  departments 
become  stagnant.  Poor  police  managers  usually  do  not  take  risks 
or  try  to  change  because  there  are  only  a  few  knowledgeable  people 
who  can  honestly  and  objectively  evaluate  the  poor  manager's 
performance.  Often,  the  public  is  hood  winked  and  fooled  by  the 
"He's  a  nice  guy!"  syndrome. 
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In  Palmer,  there  seems  to  be  a  stalemate  between  the  two 
entities  that  are  responsible  for  the  management  of  the  police 
department;  namely,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Chief  of 
Police.  The  Chief  has  claimed  that  he  has  not  been  given  the 
proper  support,  guidance  and  direction  from  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  and  they  often  interfere  with  the  daily  operations  of 
the  department.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Selectmen  have  claimed 
that  their  day-to-day  involvement  with  the  police  department  has 
been  limited,  and  the  Chief  has  had  their  support,  guidance  and 
direction.  The  Selectmen  have  indicated  that  the  Chief  of  Police 
is  the  trained  professional  rather  than  they,  and  therefore  it  is 
his  responsibility  to  manage  the  day-to-day  operations  of  the 
department.  Obviously,  there  is  poor  communication  between  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Chief  of  Police.  Sadly,  if  the 
stalemate  continues  and  communication  remains  poor,  then  the 
citizens  of  Palmer  will  suffer. 

It  should  be  noted  that  a  quiet  revolution  has  recently 
taken  place  in  American  policing.  At  the  heart  of  this  revolution 
is  the  acknowledgement  by  leading  national  police  executives  that 
there  is  a  direct  link  between  management  practices  and  leadership 
style  with  employee  health,  productivity,  and  job  satisfaction. 
Police  managers  who  appreciate  the  principle  of  "total  quality 
management"  encourage  participation  from  employees  and  recognize 
their  efforts.  Managers  who  genuinely  practice  this  principle 
foster  commitment  and  support  from  their  subordinates. 

The  average  Palmer  police  officer  handles  the  town's  most 
urgent  public  safety  problems  while  making  complicated  and  very 
important  decisions.  Moreover,  he  or  she  does  it  with  little 
supervision  or  support.  Clearly,  the  average  employee  of  the 
Palmer  Police  Department  feels  unsupported  and  caught  in  a 
leadership  vacuum.  Many  have  discovered  that  the  greater  their 
passion  for  involvement,  the  quicker  their  disillusionment.  The 
Palmer  Police  Department  is  stagnant  and  frozen  in  a  previous 
era.  Its  goals  and  mission  are  not  communicated.  Undoubtedly, 
management  reform  seems  to  be  an  important  task  for  the  future 
well  being  of  the  Palmer  Police  Department.

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HIGHWAY   DEPARTMENT   ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  past  year  has  been  a  difficult  one  for  all  Departments  in  Town 
due  to  drastic  budget  cuts.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
the  Highway  Department  that  I  am  aware  of/  two  employees  had  to  be 
laid  off.  It  is  very  hard  to  maintain  the  same  quality  of  service 
the  good  people  of  Palmer  are  accustomed  to  for  so  many  years,  but 
we  will  continue  to  do  "the  best  we  can  with  what  we  have." 
I  would  like  to  thank  the  people  for  their  understanding  and  patience 
during   these  troubled  times. 

The  following   is  a  list  of  a   few  of  the  projects  completed  by  the 
Highway  Department: 

We  resurfaced  High  Street  Thorndike,    Palmer  Road  Three  Rivers,  Three 
Rivers  Road     Palmer,   Whiskey  Road  from  the  West  Warren  line  to  the 
Ware  line  and  also  the  bottom  portion  of  Breckenridge  Street  in 
Palmer.     Drainage  pipes  and  catchbasins  were  also  installed  greatly 
reducing  the  ice  problem  that  has  been  a  thorn  in  our  sides  for  many 
years.     All  this  was  done  with  Chapter  90  State  funds. 

Once  again  we  painted  all  the  parking  spaces  and  crosswalks   in  each 
town.     We  continue  to   improve  pedestrian  safety  with  the   repair  of 
broken  or  lifted  sidewalks  doing  as  many  as  we  can  with   funds  allotted. 
We  continue  our  salt  on  road  side  vegetation  which  in   itself   is  a 
full   time   job.     We  responded  to  approximately  100  calls   from  residents. 

In  the  future  we  plan   to  resurface  about  half  a  dozen  more  roads  with 
the  reconstruction  of  Bourne  Street,   Three  Rivers,   as  our  first  pro- 
ject  in  the  Spring.     These  projects  are  paid  for  through  Chapter  90 
State  funding . 

At  this  time   I  would  like  to  thank  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Palmer 
for  the  new  lunch  room  and  shower  facilities  at  the  Highway  Department 
which  was  finished  and  occupied  at  the  beginning  of  December.     I  also 
send  out  an   invitation  to  anyone  wishing  to  view  the  facility.  A 
special   thanks  to  all  who  helped  to  complete  this  worthwhile  project. 

Also  a  special   thanks  to  the  other  town  departments  for  their  much 
needed  assistance  during  the  winter  months.

The  Authority  operated  with  limited  resources  during  the  year  as 
the  budget  was  again  level  funded. 

A  State  Audit  was  completed  in  1992.  State  Auditor  A.  Joseph 
DeNucci  reported  his  audit  found  the  Palmer  Housing  Authority  "in 
compliance  with  state  housing  laws  and  regulations".  He  commended 
the  Authority  with  this  statement  to  the  press,  "It  is  encouraging 
to  see  a  review  of  an  efficient  housing  authority  operation  for 
both  the  state's  interest  and  the  Authority's  tenants". 

This  report  is  submitted  along  with  the  assurance  the  Board  of 
Directors  will  continue  to  strive  for  safe,  sanitary,  affordable 
housing  for  the  Town  of  Palmer.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Council  on  Aging  is  a  statutory  body  established  by  the  State/  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  that  is  committed  to  the  needs  and  concerns  of  Palmer's  2573+ 
senior  adults. 

The  goals  of  the  Council  on  Aging  are  to  improve  the  overall  quality  of  life  for 
senior  citizens;  to  assist  elders  with  their  physical,  emotional  and  mental  wellbeing, 
to  design  systems  to  foster  independence;  to  serve  as  advocates  for  older  people,  and 
to  evaluate,  promote  and  encourage  new  and  existing  activities  and  services  for  older 
people. 

The  Senior  Center  and  all  its  programs  are  administered  by  the  Director  for  the 
Council  on  Aging.  The  Council  on  Aging  office  in  the  Senior  Center  provides 
information  and  referrals  about  services,  programs  and  assistance  that  is  available 
to  the  over  60  population,  plus  handicapped  individuals  of  any  age.  The  Council  on 
Aging  office  and  Senior  Center  because  of  budget  cuts  are  open  Monday  thru  Thursday 
8:30  to  4:30. 

The  Palmer  Senior  Citizen's  Club,  Inc.  continue  to  fund  raise  and  support  the  Senior 
Center  and  it's  programs.  $5,805.70  was  contributed  in  1992,  to  purchase  office 
equipment  and  repair  office  equipment,  relettering  the  Senior  Van,  purchase  supplies 
such  as  coffee,  tea,  milk,  sugar,  paper  goo^s,  cookies,  crackers,  cheese,  ect.,  to 
the  Fire  Dept.,  for  fire  extinguishers  inspection,  contributed  to  the  Volunteer 
Recognition  luncheon,  Ahifmai  Christmas  Party  and  Annual  picnic*  to  the  Town  of  Palmer 
Memorial  Hall  Budget,  to  ensure  the  Senior  Center  would  remain  open  four  days  a  week, 
for  services  and  programs  and  they  continue  to  support  the  Senior  Center  transportation 
program. 

The  officers  are:  President:  Christine  Stockmal,  1st.  Vice  President:  Mary  Malzenski, 
2nd.  Vice  President:  Julia  Grabowski,  Secretary:  Minnie  Spear,  Treasurer:  Stella 
Sabourin. 

The  Palmer  Senior  Citizen's  Club,  Inc.  made  donations  in  1992  to  the  Senior  Aide 
Program,  Wing  Health  System  and  the  Womens  Auxiliary  of  the  Wing  Hospital. 

Volunteers  continue  to  play  a  vital  role  in  the  daily  operations  of  the  Senior  Center. 
Many  individuals  volunteer  on  a  daily  basis,  some  only  on  occasion,  but  every  hour  of 
volunteer  work  is  important  and  we  thank  and  appreciate  everyone  for  their  dedicated 
service.  During  1992  38  volunteers  donated  3,682  hours  of  service  to  the  Senior  Center. 
If  paid  at  $5.00  per  hour  this  would  amount  to  $18,391.25  worth  of  free  service.  To 
show  appreciation  the  Palmer  Senior  Citizen's  Club,  Inc.  sponsors  a  recognition 
luncheon  in  the  volunteers  behalf. 

GRANT  FUNDING 

$4,375.00  was  awarded  to  the  Palmer  Council  on  Aging  in  Formula  Grant  Funding  from  . 
the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs  in  Boston,  for  gas,  oil,  tires,  repairs,  and 
insurance  for  the  Therapy  van  for  out  of  town  transportation. 

$1,000.00  was  awarded  to  the  Palmer  Council  on  Aging  from  Greater  Springfield  Senior 
Services,  Inc.,  to  fund  a  part  time  Outreach  workers  position  at  the  Palmer  Senior 
Center. 

$5,000.00  was  awarded  to  the  Palmer  Senior  Citizen's  Club,  Inc.  from  Greater 
Springfield  Senior  Services  Inc.,  to  fund  a  part  time  driving  position  for  the  therapy 
van. 

OUR  PRESENT  PROGRAMS  ARE: 

TRANSPORTATION:  The  Council  on  Aging  administers  a  transportation  system  that  is 
available  to  seniors  and  handicapped  individuals  of  Palmer.

IN-TOWN  TRANSPORTATION    The  in-town  van  logged  15,  644  miles  carrying  132 
unduplicated  passengers  in  1992.  The  van  made  3,996  trips.  589  were  medical, 292 
were  nutrition,  272  were  employment,  466  were  shopping,  467  were  personal,  and 
1,910  were  home  trips.  Of  the  132  unduplicated  passengers,  74  were  elderly  ambulatory 
17  were  elderly  non-ambulatory,  6  were  non-elderly  handicapped,  31  were  vision 
impaired,  3  were  elderly  employed  and  1  was  non-elderly  employed. 
The  Town  of  Palmer  from  the  Council  on  Aging  budget,  pays  a  28  hour  a  week  driver 
and  the  insurance  on  this  van.  Other  expenses,  gas,  oil,  tires,  repairs  are  all  paid 
thru  rider  donations,  grant  funding  and  the  Palmer  Senior  Citizens  Club,  Inc. 
Operating  expenses  for  this  service  for  1992  were:  Gas  and  Oil:  $2,586.69,  Repairs: 
$1,427.18,  Total  expenses:  $4,013.  87.    Rider  donations  were:  $3,526.53. 

OUT  OF  TOWN  TRANSPORTATION    The  therapy  van  logged  10,050  miles  during  1992, 
carrying  12  unduplicated  riders.  The  van  made  537  medical  trips  and  533  home  trips i 
for  a  total  of  1,070  trips.  This  van  operates  at  no  expense  to  the  town.  All 
operating  expenses  for  this  service  for  1992  came  from  grant  monies,  rider  donations 
and  the  Palmer  Senior  Citizens  Club,  Inc.  Expenses  were:  Gas,  oil,  $1,584.04.  Repairs 
$2,108.02,  Drivers  wages  $6,495.00  and  Insurance  $1,566.00.  Total  expenses:  $11,769.06 
Rider  donations:  $5,178.00 

NUTRITION    Five  days  a  week  51  homebound  seniors  were  delivered  a  hot  meal  in  1992. 
This  amounted  to  13,260  meals.  The  Palmer  Senior  Center  thru  Greater  Springfield 
Senior  Services,  Inc.  sponsors  a  congregate  meal  twice  a  week.    ^912  meals  were 
served  at  the  Palmer  Senior  Center  throughout  1992.    An  elderly  Ijnch  program  is 
held  at  Pathfinder  Regional  Vo.  Tech.  High  School  each  school  d^   for  $1.00.  A  six 
week  program  for  the  elderly  is  held  during  the  summer  school  vaation. 

PHONE  SERVICE  6,187  phone  calls  were  taken  at  the  Palmer  Senior Cfenter  in  1992.  2,170 
calls  were  for  van  transportation,  3,353  calls  were  for  information,  365  were  health 
related,  142  calls  for  surplus  food,  14  calls  for  fuel  assistance  and  39  calls  for 
out  of  town  van  transportation.  104  calls  from  our  Area  Agency,  Greater  Springfield 
Senior  Services. Inc. 

SURPLUS  FOOD  DISTRIBUTION  During  1992,  4  free  surplus  food  distributions  were  held  at 
the  Palmer  Senior  Center  for  all  residents  of  Palmer.  2,171  families  took  advantage  of 
this  program. 

FREE  TAX  ASSISTANCE    A  free  tax  service  was  made  availabe  to  the.  Palmer  Senior 
Citizens  for  State  and  Federal  income  tax.    This  service  is  sporrored  by  A.A.R.P. 
61  seniors  were  helped  thru  this  program. 

NEWSLETTERS    To  keep  Palmer's  elderly  population  informed  about  the  various  services, 
programs,  speakers,  activities,  trips  and  events  sponsored  by  the  Palmer  Council  on 
Aging  at  the  Palmer  Senior  Center,  a  monthly  newsletter  is  sent  cut.  Printing  is 
provided  free  thanks  to  ads  from  area  merchants.  A  yearly  contrintion  is  asked  to 
help  defray  the  cost  of  mailing  from  those  receiving  the  newsletter.  8,097 
newsletters  were  sent  out  in  1992.  The  cost  of  the  mailing  was  $793.87. 

DAILY  REGISTRATION  SHEET    During  1992  10,709  seniors  signed  the  daily  registration 
sheet  as  they  came  into  the  Senior  Center. 

HEALTH    63  Health  Clinic's  were  held  at  the  Palmer  Senior  Center  in  1992.  Health 
Screenings,  Eye  Screenings,  Hearing  Screenings,  Foot  Clinic's  and  Blood  Pressure 
Clinic's.    All  were  free  except  the  Foot  Clinic.     828  seniors  took  advantage  of 
these  clinics. 
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SPEAKERS    During  1992  18  speakers  were  at  the  Palmer  Senior  Center  to  explain  and 
answer  questions  on  various  subjects  of  interest  to  seniors.  Hearing  Loss,  Long  Term 
Care  Ins.  for  Nursing  Home  Care,  Homestead  Protection  Act,  Health  Care  Proxy,  Adult 
Foster  Care,  Arthritis,  Heat  Stress,  Retirement  Home  in  Warren,  Blue  Cross/  Blue 
Shield,  Long  Term  Care  Ins,  Hearing  Loss,  Medicare  and  I^edigap,  Mass.  Assoc.  for 
Blind,  Anniities  and  other  Insurances,  Candidates  for  Tax  Collector  and  School 
Committee. 

LENDING  CLOSET  The  Palmer  Senior  Center  lends  medical  equipment free  of  charge.  Also 
paperback  books  and  large  print  books.    Many  seniors  take  advantage  of  this  service. 

CLASSES      Classes  were  held  each  week  at  the  Palmer  Senior  Center  in  Water  Colors, 
Acrylic  Painting,  Quilling,  Crafts,  Weekly  activities  include  Cribbage,  Pitch,  Bingo, 
Skat,  Bowling  and  Pitch. 

RECREATION    The  Annual  picnic  at  Stanley  Park  attracted  85  seniors.  The  annual 
Christmas  Party  at  the  Amvets  attracted  130  seniors.    Several  day  and  overnight 
trips  were  sponsored  by  the  Palmer  Senior  Citizen's  Club,  Inc. 

OUTREACH    During  1992,  199  visits  were  made  to  homebound  elders.  170  were 
unduplicated,  92  Males,  107  Females.  199  Caucasian.     38  were  in  their  60 's.  2  were 
handicapped.  48  were  in  their  70 's.  6  were  handicapped.  80  were  in  their  80 's.  7 
were  handicapped.  13  were  in  their  90 's.  1  handicapped.  5  were  100'*  1  handicapped. 
7  visits  to  family  members,  3  visits  to  disabled  persons  under  60.  183  letters  of 
introduction  were  sent  out.  1,720  outreach  calls  were  made.  836  were  unduplicated. 
276  Males,  560  Females.  12  were  handicapped,  4  disabled  under  60.  20  homebound 
seniors  were  added  to  the  meals  on  wheels  program. 

The  Palmer  Lioness  Club  uses  the  Senior  Center  kitchen  on  9  holidays  to  cook  and 
deliver  meals  to  frail  seniors  who  are  going  to  be  alone.  172  meals  were  delivered. 
The  Lioness  Club  has  been  doing  this  community  service  for  over  six  years.

1992  Annual  Report 

In  its  first  full  year  of  operation,  the  Palmer  Community 
Development  Department  successfully  completed  a  number  of  projects 
and  provided  many  services  to  the  community. 

The  Department  completed  the  administration  of  the  town's 
$455,000  FY90  Massachusetts  Small  Cities  Program  (MSCP)  Grant. 
Under  this  grant,  a  total  of  38  housing  units  were  rehabilitated 
in  the  Three  Rivers  Target  Area,  and  three  others  in  other  parts 
of  the  community.  The  Department  also  completed  the  development 
of  the  30  space  Walnut  Street  Parking  Lot.  This  successful  project 
included  the  involvement  and  cooperation  of  the  Highway  Department, 
Parks  Department,  Country  Bank  for  Savings  and  the  Downtown  Palmer 
Association . 

The  Community  Development  Department  has  also  completed  the 
administration  of  2/3rds  of  the  town's  $742,000  FY91  MSCP  Grant. 
As  of  the  end  of  the  year,  the  rehabilitation  of  another  16  housing 
units  in  the  Three  Rivers/Thorndike  Target  Area  was  completed. 
In  addition,  3,300  linear  feet  of  water  mains  in  Thorndike  were 
replaced,  upgraded  and  looped,  44  Palmer  adults  received  help  under 
the  Adult  Literacy  Program,  21  Palmer  children  received  day  care 
subsidies,  and  3  Palmer  families  received  counseling  in  parenting 
skills.  Because  of  it's  excellent  performance,  the  Department  was 
awarded  an  additional  $39,000  in  MSCP  Bonus  Funds  for  the 
construction  of  a  sidewalk  along  High  and  Thorndike  Streets  in 
Thorndike.  We  also  served  as  the  lead  agency  in  applying  for  and 
administering  the  $190,000  FY91  MSCP  Hampden  County  Housing  Services 
Grant . 

The  Department  also  wrote,  and  received  approval  of,  a  $790,000 
FY92  MSCP  Grant.  These  funds  will  be  spent  in  1  993  for  housing 
rehabilitation  loans/grants  in  the  Three  Rivers  and  Thorndike  Target 
Area,  water  line  replacement  and  looping  in  Three  Rivers,  day  are 
subsidies,  employment  training,  adult  literacy  programs  and  the 
development  of  a  Downtown  Revitalization  Plan. 

The  Community  Development  Department  assisted  the  Palmer 
Redevelopment  Authority  in  developing  the  bid  specifications  and 
documents  for,  and  administered  the  construction  of,  a  new  $79,000 
rail  spur  at  the  Palmer  Industrial  Park. 

We  were  also  successful  in  recapturing  $428,000  in  funds  to 
acquire  land/restrictions  to  protect  the  aquifer  of  the  Bondsville 
water  District. 

The  Department  was  selected  and  approved  by  the  Massachusetts 
Housing  Finance  Agency  to  be  the  Local  Rehabilitation  Agency  for 
their  De-Leading  loan/grant  program,  their  Neighborhood 
Revitalization   Program    (which   provides    mortgages    and  rehabilitation 
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loans  for  qualified  homebuyers ) ,  and  their  Housing  Rehabilitation 
Program . 


In  addition  to  procuring  and/or  administering  all  or  portions 
of  over  $2.7  Million  in  grants  and  projects  in  1  992,  the  Community 
Development  Department  also  assisted  the  town  in  a  number  of  other 
ways,  including: 

working  with  the  Conservation  Commission  in  developing 
a  new  Five  Year  Recreation/Open  Space /Conservation  Master 
Plan , 

-         working    with    the    Planning    Board    in    developing  revisions 
to  the  Subdivision  Regulations, 

working  with  the  Redevelopment  Authority  in  developing 
an  industrial  revitalization  plan, 

conducting  neighborhood  meetings  to  solicit  input  in  the 
development  of  a  Strategic  Long-Range  Plan  for  the 
community , 

assisting  the  town  in  developing  bid  specifications  for 
the  re-roofing  of  Memorial  Hall. 

assisting  in  the  review  of  submitted  proposals  and  bids 
for  solid  waste  disposal  alternatives.

HOSPICE  PROGRAM 

Our  program  served  nine  (9)  patients  and  their  families  in  Palmer. 
A  total  of  498  visits  were  made  to  these  patients.     In  addition  to 
Nursing,  Social  Worker,  Home  Health  Aide  and  Physical  Therapy  vis- 
its these  patients  and  families  received  services  from  Volunteer 
Care  Givers  and  Bereavement  Care. 

A  Volunteer  Care  Giver  Coordinator  oversees  the  training  program 
and  assignment  of  volunteers.     A  volunteer  training  class  was  held 
in  October  and  November  and  nine  (9)  volunteers  were  trained  bring- 
ing the  total  of  volunteers  to  thirty-six  (36).     This  group  of  car- 
ing people  provided  numberous  hours  of  service  including  supportive 
listening,  companionship,  household  tasks,  shopping,  errands  and 
bereavement  support  to  patients  and  their  families.  Volunteers  al- 
so provide  countless  hours  of  service  in  assisting  with  office  work 
and  the  preparation  for  the  Memorial  Service.     The  Hospice  Program 
also  has  a  volunteer  Medical  Director  and  Pastoral  Counselor.  Vol- 
unteers are  a  needed  and  much  appreciated  component  of  the  Hospice 
Program . 

The  Annual  Memorial  Service  was  held  at  Pulaski  Park  on  Saturday, 
June  13,   1992.     The  outdoor  service  included  music  and  a  reading 
of  the  names  of  those  cared  for  in  the  Hospice  Program.  Approxi- 
mately fifty  (50)  people  attended.     It  was  a  peaceful  and  reflec- 
tive time.     Refreshments  were  served  following  the  ceremony. 
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Hospice  care  strives  to  meet  all  the  needs  of  the  terminally  ill 
natients  and  their  families.     Some  of  the  patients  seen  this  past 
year  had  other  terminal   illnesses  including  end-stage  cardiac  and 
respiratory  disease.     The  staff  and  volunteers  are  dedicated  to 
providing  relief  from  pain,  sympton  control  and  meeting  their  emo- 
tional and  psychological  needs.     Patients  and  families  can  con- 
tact the  Hospice  Staff  at  anytime  24-hours  a  day  -  7  days  a  week. 
The  Bereavement  Support  Group  sponsored  by  the  Hospice  Program 
provides  comfort  and  follow-up  after  the  loss  of  a  loved  one.  This 
group  is  open  to  anyone  who  has  lost  a  family  or  friend  through 
death . 

MATERNAL  CHILD  HEALTH  PROGRAM 

A  total  of  three-hundred  seventy-four  (374)  home  visits  were  made 
to  thirty-five  (35)  families  in  the  Town  of  Palmer.     Some  of  the 
visits  were  funded  by  the  Town's  allotment  to  the  VNA.     The  visits 
included  prenatal  teaching,  assessment  of  newborns  and  toddlers 
and  instruction  regarding  parenting  concerns.     Families  were  al- 
so referred  for  services  from  other  social  or  medical  agencies  as 
needed . 

HEALTH  SCREENING  PROGRAM 

The  VNA  did  not  receive  a  Title  III  Grant  this  year  for  Home  Health 
Services  or  Clinics,  but  we  continued  to  provide  Health  Screening 
Clinics      Five  (5)  clinics  were  held  at  a  variety  of  locations  in 
Palmer  and  a  total  of  thirty-one  (31)  clients  were  seen.     At  the 
clinics  there  were  blood  pressure  screening,  blood  glucose  screen- 
ing and  health  and  medication  evaluation  and  teaching. 
The  Quaboag  Valley  VNA  is  able  to  provide  complete  care  at  home  to 
all  residents  of  Palmer.     Anyone  needing  services  or  information 
should  call  283-9715  between  8:00  a.  m.

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REPORT   OF   THE   LANDFILL   STUDY  COMMITTEE 


Recycling   in  the  landfill   has  been   running  more  smoothly,    as  our 
citizens  have  cooperated   in   learning   to  recycle  newspapers, 
magazines,   glass,    cans,    and  plastics.     The  bag   system  is  working 
well.     All  of  this  has  greatly  reduced  our  waste  stream.  The 
Materials  Recycling  Facility  in  Springfield  has  reported  no 
rejections  of  recyclables  due  to  careful  monitoring  by  landfill 
personnel.     Our  program  may  be  expanded   in  the  future,   as  the  MRF  is 
offering   us  recycling   of  paper  milk  and   juice  cartons. 

This  year,    leaves  and  yard  waste  were  banned  from  landfills  and  are 
required  to  be  composted  by  the  State  of  Massachusetts.     Last  fall, 
the  Town  of  Palmer  was   fortunate  to  be  given  the  assistance  of  the 
Center  for  Ecological  Technology,    under  grant   from  the  Federal 
Government.     We  were  provided  with  workshops  and   instructions  for 
leaf,   yard,    and  food  waste  composting   for  homeowners.     We  also  thank 
M  PACT,   which  filmed  a  workshop  for  local-access  television. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  work  of  the  Highway  Department,   which  picked 
up  and  disposed  of  whatever   leaves  remained  after  home  composting. 
They  were  hauled  to   farmers  and  gardeners  who  volunteered  to  spread 
them  on  their  land  as  a  soil  amendment.     This  saved  the  expense  of 
setting  up  a  Town  composting   pile.     We  hope  to  see  more  participation 
in  home  composting,   and  more  workshops  will  be  offered  in  1993.  This 
will   further  save  Town  funds. 

There  are  new  State  rules   for  the  closure  of  unlined  landfills  that 
may  allow  ours  to  stay  open  beyond  January  1,    1994.     The  Selectmen 
are  now  working  on  the  reports  required  before  October  1,    1993,  by 
the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection. 

If  the  landfill   is  required  to  close,   we  have   informed  the  Selectmen 
of  possible   future  methods  of  trash  disposal   and  have   furnished  lists 
of   facilities,    vendors,    haulers,    etc.,    to  aid   in  the  bidding  process.

REPORT  OF  THE  SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES 

I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
in  1992.  As  of  the  date  of  this  report,  I  have  turned  in  to 
the  Treasurer  a  total  of  $1540.00.  A  balance  of  $1103.50  still 
remains.  This  will  bring  this  year's  receipts  to  a  total  of 
$2643. 50. 

A  total  of  410  measuring  and  weighing  devices  were 
tested  and  sealed  by  this  department  in  1992.  Seven  scales  and 
gas  pumps  needed  to  be  adjusted  before  sealing.  There  were 
also  12  retests  of  gas  pumps  after  sealing. 

One  hundred  ninety-three  various  meat  and  other  food 
packages  were  tested  at  different  Palmer  food  stores.

Regular  business  meetings  were  posted  and  held  during  the  year  in 
the  Town  Administration  Building. 

We  have  requested  one  room  in  Thorndike  Street  School  to  be  used 
as  our  Cemetery  Office.  Hopefully  the  voters  will  decide  to  retain 
that  building  for  needed  office  space  for  town  departments. 

We  have  four  cemeteries  under   our  Jurisdiction: 

Oak  Knoll     Cemetery,    Depot     Village,    Corner     of  Thorndike  and 

Converse  Streets 
Four     Corners     Cemetery,      Thorndike,      Main     Street     near  Town 

Building

Palmer  Center     Cemetery,    Depot     Village,    Near  Old  Warren  Road 

and  Flynt  Street 

There  are  only  two  full  time  employees,  Michael  Skowronek  and 
William  Bernat,  Jr.  Our  thanks  to  them  for  keeping  our  cemeteries  as 
clean  and  good  looking  as  possible  within  our  limited  budget.  They 
also  have  to  repair  damage  from  careless  people  who  drive  autos  off 
our  roads.  Every  act  of  vandalism  is  cleaned  up  by  them  and  the 
cemetery  lot  or  monument  restored  as  well  as  can  be  done.  Please 
remember  to  respect  the  dead.  It  is  illegal  to  use  cemeteries  for 
short  cuts  on  foot  or  by  auto.  Cemeteries  are  not  for  picnicking, 
skateboarding,    sliding  or  partying.      Violators  can  be  prosecuted. 

This  year  we  had  to  close  off  Palmer  Center  Cemetery  by  a  locked 
gate  due  to  repeated  vandalism. 


In  September  1992,  we  were  asked  by  the  selectmen  to  state  the 
effects  of  approximately  a  14'/.  cut  in  our  budget  this  Fiscal  Year 
1993,  which  was  voted  by  taxpayers  at  town  meeting.  Following  are 
excerpts  from  our  reply. 


INCOME 

Our  cemeteries  provide  income  to  the  Town  of  Palmer  of  about 
$19, 000     per     year.  We     expect     no     significant     decrease  in  these 

receipts  which  are  realized  from  the     sales  of     lots,    opening  graves, 
monument     foundations,        and     interest     received     on     perpetual  care 
invested  funds. 


BUDGET 

In  the  past  2-3  years  we  have  tried  to  even  fund  our  budget. 
After  the  budget  cut  asked  for  in  Fiscal  Year  1993  our  remaining 
Cemetery  Department  budget  has  been  sent  eight  years  back  in  time  to 
a  total  nearly  equal  to  Fiscal  Year  1985.  In  that  year  we  had  mox-e 
employees  and  gave  better  service  and  had  better  looking  cemeteries 
than  we  can  possibly  do  with  the  same  dollars  today. 

We  are  deeply  disappointed  that  such  cuts  are  necessary  11 
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CHANGES   IN  CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT 

We  sincerely  regret  the  changes  which  we  have  had  to  make  in  our 
Cemetery  Department,    which  are  as  follows: 

BURIALS

Perpetual  care  of  our  cemeteries  will  continue,  but  at  a 
slower  pace.  Graves  will  not  look  as  well  kept  because  we 
have  been  forced  to  cut  out  all  seasonal  labor  from  our 
budget.  Caring  for  four  cemeteries  belonging  to  the  Town  of 
Palmer  will  now  be  done  by  only  two  employees.  It  is  nearly 
impossible  for  two  people  to  keep  up  with  everything  that  has 
to  be  done. 

PUBLIC  ACCESS 

Public  access  time  to  our  cemeteries  has  been  shortened. 
Due  to  vandalism,  gates  at  Oak  Knoll  Cemetery  will  be  open 
daily  during  winter  from  7^00  a.m.  to  3:30  p.m.  and  7:00  a.m. 
to  7:30  p.m.    during  summer. 

Snow  removal  will  be  done  only  during  regular  work  hours.  There 
will  be  no  snow  plowing  during  weekends.  Gates  will  be  opened  when 
the  snow  is  cleared.

The  Commission  has  continued  its  membership  with  the  Mass- 
achusetts Association  of  Conservation  Commissions  and 
attends  its  annual  meeting  each  February  at  Holy  Cross 
College,  Worcester,  MA. 

This  summer  the  Conservation  Commission  was  most  fortunate 
in  acquiring  the  volunteer  services  of  Scott  Orzechowski , 
a  Palmer  resident  who  is  a  senior  majoring  in  environmental 
science  at  Keene  State  College  in  New  Hampshire.  Scott 
organized  a  successful  cleanup  of  town  property  along  St.  John  ' 
Street,  Rondeau  Road  and  Tavern  Road,   Palmer.     The  cleanup 
involved  the  removal  of  unsightly  tires,  refrigerators  and 
other  refuse  from  the  premises.     Commission  members  greatly 
appreciated  Scott's  effort,   time  and  enthusiasm  in  this  worth- 
while endeavor.

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REPORT   OF   THE   PALMER   PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


In  FY    '92.    the  Palmer   Public   Library  weathered    financial  storms, 
concluded   some    innovative   grants,    and    inaugurated   new  oroarams  and 
materials  with    long-term   impact.      The  FY    ' 9S   town  budget   was  unresolved 
until    the  fall.      The   town  Finance  Committee  agreed   that   the    library  has 
certain  fixed   costs  such   as  health    insurance,    and   the  final    cut   to  the 
library  budget   was  $7039,    with   decreases    in  books,    supplies,  operations, 
and  eauioment.

adults   attended   workshops  on   topics   such   as      photography   and  computer 
training   sessions   on   the   use   of    the   new   CD-ROM   software.      The  most 

popular   aspect   of   the  grant   was   the   young   adults'    access   to   a  NEC 
computer   and   printer.      Palmer's   young   adults   organized   a   movie  night, 

and   participated    in  creative  writing   classes   led   by   Trustee  Emeritus 
Mary   McManus .      Over    the   past   fiscal    vear .    circulation  of   YA  materials 
increased   6^*/..      Sharing   of    ideas  and   resources  among   the  3   libraries  was 
very   pos  i  t  i  ve . 

Grants  were  an   important   factor    in  children's  programming.      A  6-town 
multimedia   kit   grant   came   to   a  close,    and   the  various   kits  with  themes 
such   as    "the  circus",    have  circulated   at   a  rate  of  500  a  vear.  "Summer 
Magic"   at    the    library    included   programs   such   as  a  ^th   of  July  "Skv 
Magic"   craft   program;    a  performance  by  Susan  Lvman.    ventriloquist:  the 
Looking   Glass   Theatre  production  of    "Ira  Sleeps  Over":    a   "Paper  Magic" 
origami   workshop;    a  performance  of    "Case  of   the  Missing  Woodpile"   by  the 
Gerwick   Puppets;    "Rumpelst i 1 tsk i n"   by   the  Herrick   Marionettes:    a  film 
program  and   a    "Magic   Wand"   craft   and   storv  program,    culminating    in  the 
summer   reading   program's   closing   partv   for   participants   and   a  family 
roller   skating   party   attended   by    135.      There  were   6   special  afterschool 
programs   for    children    in  K-2   and   6   for    those    in   grades   3-^.    as  well  as 
the  story  hours    (E  for   ^   year   olds  and    1    for   3  year   olds  weekly). 
Attendance  at    the  programs   ranged   from  60  children   in  story  hours   to  300 
at   a  puppetry  show.      Other   special    programs  funded   by  Arts  Lottery 
grants  were  Sarah   Pirtle,    "Music    to   Build   Friendships"    ($250)  and 
"Fossils  and   Dinosaurs"    (free)    in  February:    "Having   Fun  with  Pyramids 
and   Pharoahs"    ($175)    in  March:    and    the  Hargraves    "Tell    a  Tale  of  Magic" 
($215)    and   a  synthesizer   workshop    ($270)    in  April.      The   library  offers 
programs  appealing    to   both   younger   and   older   children   in  order    to  enrich 
the  cultural    opportunities  available   to   Palmer's  children. 

There  were   two   special    programs   for   adults.      A  series   on   the  Musical 
Theatre  was  offered    to    the  public   free  of  charge  by  Trustee  Emeritus 
Walter   Haggerty    in   fall    1991 ,    and   was  received   with   great   enthusiasm  by 
an  average  of  20  participants.      The  Director   received   a   $600  New  England 
Foundation   for    the   Humanities   grant   and   some    funding   from   the    library  to 
offer    the   reading   discussion   series    "Yankees   and   Strangers:    the  New 
England   Town   from    1636    to    1992"    in   spring    1992.      The   speaker   for  the 
5-Dart   series  was  Professor   of  History   James  Hanlon.  Worcester 
Polytechnic    Institute;    each   session     was  attended   by  25-^0  participants. 
Two   grants   submitted   by   the   Director    in   FY    '92,    one   for    $1^,300   for  a 
family    literacy   project    in   Palmer   which   will    offer   reading  discussion 
series  for   new   learners,    and    the  other   for   $^0,230    (Palmer.  East 
Longmeadow,    Wilbraham)    for   Job   Resource  Centers,    received   state  and 
federal    approval    in  June    '92  and   are  scheduled    to   begin    in   the   fall  of 
1992. 

In  regard    to    the  building,    the  contractor   for    the  new  heating  and 
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air   conditioning   system   began   work    in   the   fall    1991    and   comoleted  the 
project    in   the   spring   of    '92.      Through   personal    donations,    new  Dosters 
depjicting   children's  classics  were   framed   and   olaced    in   the  children's 
area.      Repairs  were  made   to   the  Community  Room  chairs,    and   new  draoes 
and   slipcovers  chosen  for    the    library,    paid   for   bv   special  donations. 
The  H i s tor i ca 1 -Genea 1 OQ i ca 1    collection  was  moved   from   the  Director's 
office   to    the  more  accessible  studv   room.      MA  Electric   performed  an 
energy  audit   of   the    library  and   replaced   old   ballasts  and    lights  with 
more  energy  efficient   ones   free  of  charge.      Due   to   the  huge  volume  of 
interlibrary    loans  handled   by   the  Palmer   Putjlic   Library  staff,  the 
Western   Regional    Library   System   donated   a   fax   machine   to    the  Palmer 
Public   Library.    The   library  became   a   permanent   site   for   Food  Share 
donations,    due    to    the   public's   overwhelming   response   of   canned   goods  to 
the   library's    "Can  Your   Fines"   drives   at   Thanksgiving   and  Easter. 

The   building   has   been  wonderfully   maintained   by    the  library's 
part-time   custodians,    including   Charlie   Lockwood,    who   retired    in  April 
1992,    after   8   years   of   service.      Charlie   Lockwood   went   out   of   his  way  to 
maintain   the   library  and   grounds    in   topnotch   condition,  including 
cleaning,    repairs,    painting,    mowing,    pruning,    and   emptying    the  book  bank 
on  holidays  and   weekends.      Many   times  Charlie  worked   overtime  or  outside 
of   work  hours  without   compensation:    his   faithfulness   and   hard   work  over 
the  years  are  greatly  appreciated. 

The  Library  Board   of   Trustees   and   staff  began    in  FY    '92  a  lengthy 
planning   process,    which  will   be  recuired   of   all    public    libraries  in 
Massachusetts  by  FY    '9^    in  order   to   qualify   for   state   and  federal 
grants.      A   library  survey  was   taken    in  April    '9E.    with   volunteers  asking 
each   person  entering    the    library   for    their    responses.      Accordina    to  the 
survey,    approximately    300  people   a   day    (or    30/hour )    come   to    the  library. 
In  other   words,    1800  people  come    into    the    library    in   a   normal    6-day  week 
or   about   90.000  people   a   year!      Popular   materials   are    the   most  freauent 
reason  people   cite   for   coming    to    the    library,    closely   followed   by  the 
use  of   the    library   as   an    independent    learning  center:    formal  education 
support   was  a   third   and    lesser   reason.      In  seeking   reference  help  or 
other    information  and   during    in-house  use  of   library  materials,  the 
library    is   first   and   foremost   used   by   the  public   as  an  independent 
learning   center,    followed   by  popular   materials   and    lastly  bv  formal 
education  use.      The   library    is  heavily  used   for   consumer,    how-to.  and 
business/career    information.      Both    the   trustees  and   staff   rated   the  main 
roles  of   the    library    in   the  following   order:      1)    popular  materials 
center.    2)    independent    learning   center,    3)    community  center,    A)  formal 
education  support.      Both   Trustees   and   staff  agreed   that    the  main 
challenges  facing    the    library   in   the  future   are:      1)    a    lack   of  space.  2) 
difficulties   with   noise   and   suoervision    in   the   current   space.  3) 
policies  and   bylaws   need  updating,    <^ )    new   trustees  would   benefit   from  a 
formal    orientation,    and   5)    salaries   and   benefits   for    the   staff   should  be 
improved.      The   planning   process    is   continuing,    and   by    its   conclusion  in 
the  spring   of    1993,    the   Trustees   and    the   Director   hope    to   have    in  place 
a   5-year    plan   for    the   future   of    the    library,    with   goals   and  objectives 
that   start    to   address  crucial    questions:    "What    in   this   day  and   age   is  a 
library?   What   rol-^s   in   the  community  does   this    library   fill?    In  what 
direction    is   this    library  heading    in   the  future?".

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PALMER  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  ANNUAL  REPORT  1992 


The  year  1992  was  one  of  transition  for  the  Palmer  Public  Schools  as  students 
adapted  themselves  to  a  new  school  organization  and  new  facilities .     This  transition 
was  largely  positive  as  they  began  to  enjoy  facilities  and  equipment  not  previously 
available  to  them.     The  change  was  not  without  its  growing  pains,  however,  as  the 
number  of  students ,  new  organization ,  unfamiliar  surroundings ,  and  staff  reductions 
caused  some  discipline  and  control  problems  at  the  Converse  Middle  School.  Prompt 
attention  by  the  School  Committee ,  administration ,  and  staff,  with  the  help  of  parents, 
calmed  the  situation ;  and  school  year  1992-1993  opened  quietly  with  good  order  being 
maintained . 

A  major  change  took  place  in  the  School  Committee  as  well.     The  April  election 
resulted  in  long-time  incumbents  Robert  Dupuis  and  James  Longtine  leaving  the  Com- 
mittee.    Together  they  contributed  28  years  of  dedicated ,  concerned  service  to  the 
children  of  Palmer.     I  truly  believe  that  they  always  had  the  well-being  and  better- 
ment of  the  children  and  community  at  heart  in  every  decision  they  made.  Replacing 
them  are  Dennis  Ryan  and  Norma  Santos,  both  of  whom  have  a  history  of  service  to  the 
community  and  who,  I  am  sure,  will  continue  that  level  of  service.     The  Committee 
reorganized ,  electing  Diana  Strzemienski  as  chairwoman ,  Paul  Brozek  as  vice  chairman , 
and  Dennis  Ryan  as  secretary .     Another  change  occurred  in  December  when  second-term 
Committeeman  Paul  Brozek  resigned  because  of  work  conflicts  and  a  change  of  resi- 
dency.    He  will  also  be  missed  for  the  level  of  professional,  concerned  service  he 
brought  to  the  Committee . 

A  serious  negative  change  was  the  continuation  of  state  and  town  fiscal  prob- 
lems which  caused  a  reduction  in  staff,  which  took  effect  in  January,  1992.  The 
effects  were  felt  most  at  Converse  Middle  School,  which  lost  their  home  economics, 
industrial  arts,  and  library  programs .     Also  impacted  was  the  industrial  arts  pro- 
gram at  Palmer  High  School  and  the  loss  of  the  art  teacher  at  the  Old  Mill  Pond 
School.     In  addition,  there  was  the  loss  of  administrative ,  supervisory ,  and  curric- 
ulum staff.     Two  part-time  assistant  principals  at  the  Old  Mill  Pond  School  went 
back  into  the  classroom  full  time.     Mr.  George  Nicholas ,  the  systemwide  director  for 
facilities  and  management,  assumed  the  role  of  co-principal  at  the  Old  Mill  Pond 
School.     Dr.  Ronald  Laviolette ,  director  of  curriculum,  retired.     I  would  like  to 
publicly  thank  Dr.  Laviolette  for  his  25  years  of  devoted  service  to  the  Palmer 
Schools.     His  knowledge  and  love  of  children  will  be  missed.     Finally,  all  department 
head  positions  were  eliminated.     This,  along  with  the  loss  of  Dr.   Laviolette ,  had  a 
very  negative  impact  on  curriculum  planning . 

Staff  reductions  were  also  felt  in  the  non-instructional  staff.     Clerical  hours 
were  reduced.     Custodians  were  laid  off  and  replaced  with  contracted  service.  Cross- 
ing guards  and  aides  were  also  affected . 

The  budget  reduction  also  brought  about  the  implew.entation  of  student  activity 
participation  and  transportation  fees  and  a  cut  in  the  athletic  budget. 

Notwithstanding  all  of  the  above,  the  school  community  pulled  together  to  suc- 
cessfully complete  the  school  year.     The  school  parent-teacher  organizations ,  athletic 
and  music  booster  groups,  and  the  newly  formed  Support  Our  Children  organization  put 
in  many  long  hours  raising  funds  so  that  extracurricular  activities  and  athletics 
would  still  be  available  to  the  students .     Without  their  efforts,  much  would  have 
been  missing  from  the  students'  school  experience .     I  sincerely  thank  all  of  the 
people  involved  in  those  groups  and  hope  that  everyone  in  town  appreciates  their 
efforts,  which  are  ongoing. 
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Well  into  the  new  fiscal  year  the  budget  was  cut  again.     Only  the  cooperation 
and  strong  efforts  of  our  representatives  in  the  state  legislature ,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen ,  the  School  Committee,  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  avoided  a  fiscal 
disaster .     Through  their  efforts,  the  required  fiscal  Maintenance  of  Effort  was 
waived,  and  we  were  able  to  access  $660,201  in  additional  state  funds.     This  fund- 
ing allowed  the  system  to  maintain  staffing  and  programs.     As  a  result,  an  addi- 
tional teacher  in  first  grade  reduced  class  size,-  a  part-time  foreign  language 
teacher  was  added;  a  middle  school  teacher  was  added;  and  the  librarian  for  grades 
K-7  was  restored .     These  were  necessary  as  a  result  of  the  increasing  population , 
4.4%  for  this  year. 

Two  other  organizational  changes  occurred .     The  eighth  grade  class  was  moved 
from  Converse  Middle  School  to  Palmer  High  School  in  order  to  reduce  crowding  and 
to  provide  a  better  level  of  curriculum  service.     Gerald  Quesnel  was  appointed  head 
teacher  to  provide  student  supervision  and  leadership  to  the  eighth  grade  staff. 
The  School  Committee  voted  to  adopt  the  School  of  Choice  law  and  to  accept  students 
at  Palmer  High  School.     Twenty-five  students  from  surrounding  communities  have  been 
accepted .     This  program  appears  to  be  working  well  and,  along  with  two  foreign  ex- 
change students ,  brings  a  diversity  to  the  student  body.     I  am  proud  that  these 
parents  and  students  felt  strongly  enough  about  the  quality  of  the  Palmer  Public 
Schools  that  they  were  willing  to  make  sacrifices  to  be  enrolled  at  Palmer  High 
School . 

Other  indications  of  the  excellence  of  education  in  the  Palmer  Public  Schools 
are  the  continuation  of  the  IBM  Writing  to  Read  program  for  K-2  students.     This  pro- 
gram gives     the  students  an  early  introduction  to  computers  while  starting  instruc- 
tion in  reading  and  writing.     There  are  three  computer  laboratories  at  Old  Mill  Pond 
School,  one  at  Converse  Middle  School,  and  three  at  Palmer  High  School.     In  addition, 
the  three  libraries  are  all  computer-automated ,  and  there  are  one  or  more  computers 
in  many  classrooms .     Computers  are  used  by  students  at  Palmer  High  School  to  learn 
typing,  data  processing ,  accounting ,  and  word  processing .     All  English  classes  use 
word  processing  to  write  their  reports,  and  all  ninth  graders  get  keyboarding  skills. 
The  technical     drawing  classes  use  computers  for  computer-assisted  drafting ;  and 
the  graphics  class  uses  computers  for  printing,  including  school  handbooks,  programs, 
and  other  school-related  printing .     Students  in  the  building  are  able  to  access 
numerous  information  sources  including  the  encyclopedia  and  magazine  articles  through 
the  CD-ROM  computer  system. 

Our  standardized  testing  continues  to  be  good,  comparing  favorably  to  other 
school  systems.     In  addition,  our  dropout  rate  is  lower  than  most  communities;  and 
the  student  attendance,  K-12 ,  is  at  96%,  one  of  the  best  attendance  rates  in  the 
state.     Palmer  High  School  also  continues  to  send  a  large  percent  of  the  graduates 
on  to  post-secondary  education .     This  year  76%  of  the  graduates  continued  their  edu- 
cation ,.  with  students  attending  such  prestigious  schools  as  Dartmouth  College, 
Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute ,  Rensselaer,  and  Purdue  University ,  as  well  as  other 
state  and  private  colleges  and  local  community  colleges . 

The  schools  had  continued  success  in  the  Future  Problem  Solving  competition  with 
four  teams  winning  in  regional  competition  and  being  invited  to  MIT  for  the  state  com- 
petition.    This  represented  about  12%  of  the  total  number  of  teams  from  the  whole 
state.     While  we  had  no  winning  team,  we  did  have  an  individual  who  won  the  state 
high  school  competition  and  went  on  to  the  international  competition .     Paul  Sasur , 
then  a  junior  at  Palmer  High  School,  won  the  international  individual  problem  solving 
competition  in  the  senior  division.     Congratulations  to  Paul  and  special  thanks  to 
teacher  Flora  Guzik  and  volunteer  Janice  Marciniec  for  all  of  the  hours  of  work  pre- 
paring these  young  people  as  problem  solvers. 
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Student  activities  are  extremely  important  to  a  school  system,  and  Palmer  has 
been  able  to  maintain  a  quality  program.     One  great  measure  of  success  is  the  excel- 
lent reputation  for  sportsmanship  and  good  conduct  enjoyed  by  our  athletic  teams. 
For  example,  the  Palmer  baseball  team  won  a  Western  Massachusetts  Sportsmanship  Award 
this  year.     There  has  been  success  on  the  playing  surfaces  as  well.     The  following 
teams  were  league  champions  or  qualified  for  post-season  tournaments:     girls'  basket- 
ball,  Tricounty  League  Champions;   boys'   soccer,  Briggs  Division  Bi-County  League 
Champions;  boys'  baseball  and  basketball  teams  qualified  for  tournament  play.  Most 
other  teams  did  well,  and  it  should  be  noted  that  the  ice  hockey  team  enjoyed  its 
best  season  ever  although  all  games  are  against  larger  schools. 

There  were  16  students  who  won  individual  honors  in  athletics .     League  all-star 
players  were:     Valerie  Carter,  Colleen  Duffy,  Michelle  Julian,  and  Julie  Strzemienski 
track;  Ryan  Desmond,  Chad  Letendre ,  Shanon  O' Dell — football;  Peter  LeBorgne — hockey. 
The  following  were  chosen  to  All-Western  Massachusetts  teams  as  well  as  All-League 
teams:     Ben  Griswold — baseball  and  basketball ;  Amy  Duggan — basketball ;  Mike  Hawk — 
football;  Shannon  Hawk--cross  country;  Shelly  Fontaine — soccer;  and  Kyle  Brennan, 
Simon  Divini ,  Mark  Santos — soccer.     Kyle  Brennan  and  Mark  Santos  had  the  distinction 
of  being  chosen  to  the  Massachusetts  All-State  soccer  team.     A  swim  team  was  also 
started  for  the  first  time,  taking  advantage  of  the  availability  of  the  new  Palmer 
High  School  swimming  pool. 

In  music,  in  addition  to  student  participation  in  district  festivals ,  Palmer 
hosted  the  Quabbin  Valley  Music  Educators  Association  festival  in  the  new  Palmer  High 
School  gymnasium.     Hundreds  of  students  from  area  schools  participated  with  approxi- 
mately 1,000  people  in  attendance.     The  participants  were  so  impressed  with  the 
quality  of  the  facilities  and  the  organization  and  hospitality  of  the  Music  Depart- 
ment, directed    by  David  Bussell ,  and  the  Palmer  Music  Boosters ,  that  the  concert  has 
been  scheduled  in  Palmer  for  1993  as  well. 

Students  were  also  involved  in  drama.  Two  plays  were  presented  under  the  direc- 
tion of  advisor  Alicia  Roy:  "A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream"  and  "The  Curious  Case  of  the 
Christmas  Caper." 

Academically ,  Palmer  High  School  continues  to  offer  a  comprehensive  course  of 
study.     In  addition  to  the  normal  basics,  there  are  honors  courses  in  English ,  mathe- 
matics, social  studies,  and  science.     Also  offered  to  the  students  are  three  foreign 
languages,  music,  art,  business  subjects,  and  technical  drawing,  as  well  as  practical 
arts  such  as  industrial  arts  and  home  economics.     Many  of  these  offerings  are  not 
available  at  schools  our  size  or  even  larger.     This  quality  of  offerings  in  academics 
and  activities  is  maintained  with  one  of  the  lowest  per  pupil  costs  in  the  state. 

A  new  program  started  at  the  Converse  Middle  School.     For  the  first  time  Palmer 
has  a  D.A.R.E.  officer,  James  Lynch,  who  is  working  with  fifth  grade  students  to  help 
them  with  ways  to  say  no  to  alcohol,  drugs,  and  tobacco.     We  are  extremely  pleased  to 
have  Officer  Lynch  and  the  positive  impact  of  D.A.R.E.     This  program  would  not  be 
possible  without  the  cooperation  of  the  schools.  Palmer  Police  Department,  and  public 
support ,  including  funding. 

The  Drug  Free  Schools  effort  continued  throughout  the  schools  with  awareness 
and  education  programs ,  new  curriculum  materials ,  and  individual  counseling  being 
provided  by  a  $10,379  Drug  Free  School  grant. 
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The  Federal  Chapter  I  grant  of  $158,827  provides  individual  and  small  group 
mathematics  and  reading  help  to  students  in  grades  one  through  eight.     This  year  a 
plan  was  implemented  to  provide  direct  help  in  the  classroom  in  addition  to  the  tra- 
ditional pull-out  program. 

Professional  development  is  an  important  aspect  in  maintaining  a  quality  teach- 
ing staff  such  as  the  one  in  Palmer.     Staff  engaged  in  activities  involving  coopera- 
tive learning ,  team  teaching,  conflict  resolution ,  improving  science  education ,  using 
mathematics  manipulatives ,  and  using  technology.     Most  of  the  cost  for  this  came  from 
a  Chapter  2  block  grant  of  $12,514  and  an  Eisenhower  Science  and  Mathematics  Education 
grant  of  $6,298.     The  Converse  Middle  School  also  joined  the  New  England  League  of 
Middle  Schools  and  the  Massachusetts  League  with  funding  from  the  above  grants.  This 
membership  provides  workshops,  materials ,  and  programs  for  staff. 

Professional  staff  is  vital  to  any  endeavor  but  particularly  to  public  education . 
The  Palmer  staff  is  to  be  commended  for  its  service  to  students  and  professionalism 
during  adverse  funding  and  uncertain  times.     Not  only  have  they  continued  to  provide 
quality  education  but  many  have  made  Palmer  a  part  of  state  groups.     Of  note  are 
math  teacher  Ruth  O'Malley  and  library/media  specialist  Donna  Guerin.     Mrs.  O'Malley 
has  continued  her  involvement  in  the  Association  of  Teachers  of  Mathematics  in  New 
England,   the  National  Council  of  Teachers  of  Mathematics ,  and  Mathwest ,  both  as  an 
organizer  and  a  presenter.     This  involvement  has  greatly  benefited  our  mathematics 
teachers .     Miss  Guerin  is  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners 
Strategic  Planning  Committee  Vision  2000,  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association  Execu- 
tive Board,   the  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Education  Commission  on  School  In- 
formation for  parents,  and  past  president  and  current  public  relations  chairman  for 
the  Massachusetts  School  Library  Media  Association  Executive  Board.     This  involvement 
has  kept  Palmer  in  the  forefront  of  access  to  technology  knowledge . 

Old  Mill  Pond  School  and  Palmer  High  School  are  providing  the  much  needed  space 
for  existing  and  expanding  population  and  programs.     Renovations  at  Converse  Middle 
School  will  soon  be  complete ,  thus  providing  a  modernized    building  with  an  extended 
useful  life  to  complete  the  facilities  plan  to  take  Palmer  into  the  21st  century. 
Completed  are  a  new  roof,  repairs  to  the  brick  and  concrete  facings,  new  double- 
glazed,  insulated  windows  on  the  1924  building ,  major  asbestos  removal,  replacement 
of  the    heating  plant,  and  new  computerized  controls  for  heating.     Underway,  but  not 
complete,  are  the  installation  of  a  new  elevator  and  handicapped  access  toilets  and 
showers.     Still  to  be  done  are  exterior  door  replacements ,  upgraded  electrical  serv- 
ice, and  replacement  windows  in  the  1963  addition. 

The  availability  of  quality  space  has  made  it  possible  for  greatly  expanded 
use  of  the  facilities  by  the  public.     During  the  winter  months,   the  gymnasiums  are 
in  use  virtually  seven  days  a  week  and  well  into  the  evening  by  youth  and  adult 
basketball  leagues.     The  swimming  pool  has  been  well  utilized  by  individuals  and 
private  groups.     Many  civic  and  private  groups  are  using  the  facilities  for  events. 
Springfield  Technical  Community  College  provides  both  credit  and  non-credit  courses 
to  Palmer  residents  and  other  adults  in  the  neighboring  towns.     This  continues  Palmer's 
commitment  to  bringing  postsecondary  education  to  the  community . 

I  am  proud  of  my  years  as  superintendent  of  the  Palmer  Public  Schools.     In  1984 
the  system  was  in  decline.     The  facilities ,  while  maintained  fairly  well,  were  anti- 
quated and  lacked  modern  educational  space.     The  impact  of  Proposition  2h  had  reduced 
staff  and  services.     An  excellent  staff,  hampered  by  the  lack  of  facilities  and  re- 
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sources ,  was  providing  a  good  basic  education.     Since  then,  it  has  been  possible ,  with 
cooperation  from  all  concerned ,  to  increase  services ,  implement  new  programs ,  adopt 
new    modes  of  education  and  organization ,  maintain  class  sizes  below  most  school  sys- 
tems in  the  state,  and  offer  academic  course  offerings  and  student  activities  which 
are  as  good  or  better  than  any  system  the  size  of  Palmer.     The  implementation  of  tech- 
nology, including  the  use  of  computers  in  all  aspects  of  education  and  access  to  pro- 
gramming through  both  cable  and  satellite  television ,  has  made  Palmer  the  envy  of  and 
a  model  for  many  other  school  systems.     Our  automated  libraries  are  second  to  no  school 
system  in  the  state.     A  good  amount  of  the  improvement  in  technology  and  the  prepara- 
tions for  new  directions  were  done  with  grant  money.     It  should  also  be  pointed  out 
that  this  all  occurred  with  Palmer  maintaining  one  of  the  lowest  per-pupil  expendi- 
tures in  the  state. 

I  thank  the  community  for  your  help  in  accomplishing  this,  and  I  once  again  urge 
your  support  for  the  schools.  I  have  said  it  many  times  in  the  past,  and  it  is  still 
true,  A  town  is  known  for  the  quality  of  its  school  system,  and  this  is  reflected  in 
the  value  of  the  town.     Education  is  the  most  important  endeavor  to  ensure  our  future.

PATHFINDER  REGIONAL  VOCATIONAL  TECHNICAL  HIGH  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

ANNUAL  REPORT  1992 


The  Pathfinder  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  school  District  Committee 
presents  this  report  to  the  citizens  of  the  district.  The  committee  is  pleased  to  note  that 
1992  was  a  year  of  significant  forward  progress  in  curriculum  and  student  affairs  de- 
spite the  ongoing  state  and  local  fiscal  problems.  Major  improvements  have  been 
made  in  the  variety  of  course  offerings  and  the  manner  in  v^hich  educational  services 
are  being  delivered  to  the  youth  of  our  communities.  Pathfinder  has  remained  strong  in 
its  commitment  to  provide  quality  technical  education  to  our  students  and  to  offer  spe- 
cial programs  upon  request  within  the  area. 

Membership  on  the  school  committee  remained  unchanged  through  the  Novem- 
ber 1992  election  where  incumbents  Barbara  Beaulieu,  Judith  Dudek,  Sybil  George, 
and  Ronald  Laviolette  were  re-elected  to  four-year  terms.  The  committee  continued 
under  the  leadership  of  Chairman  Michael  J.  Cavanaugh,  of  Palmer.  Michael 
Roncolato,  Barbara  Beaulieu,  and  Ronald  Laviolette  served  as  Vice  Chairman,  Secre- 
tary, and  Treasurer,  respectively.  For  the  1992-93  school  year,  senior  carpentry  stu- 
dent Leo  McCollum  was  elected  by  the  students  as  their  representative. 

CURRICULUM 

Staff  members  continued  to  respond  to  new  initiatives  contained  in  the  Carl  D. 
Perkins  Vocational  and  Applied  Technology  Act  and  in  the  revised  regulations  under 
M.G.L.  Chapter  74.  Generally  speaking,  efforts  to  comply  with  these  provisions  re- 
sulted in  major  improvements  in  Pathfinder's  curriculum.  Examples  of  such  activities 
include  the  following: 

1 )  Integrated  Academic  and  Vocational  Studies.  A  committee  of  staff  members 
has  been  working  on  a  plan  to  provide  the  framework  for  this  objective.  Already  in 
place  are  major  accomplishments  in  mathematics,  science,  and  English.  Each  of  these 
departments  has  adopted  all  or  parts  of  the  applied  curricula  developed  by  the  Center 
for  Occupational  Research  and  Development  (CORD).  The  mathematics  curriculum 
will  consist  of  a  common  core  of  applied  study  which  will  reinforce  the  student's  techni- 
cal subjects,  yet  preserve  the  option  to  take  advanced  courses  required  for  college 
admission.  Science  teachers  have  introduced  the  highly  regarded  Principles  of  Tech- 
nology program  in  place  of  standard  physics  and  have  adopted  most  of  the  unit  mate- 
rial from  the  applied  biology  program.  English  teachers  are  field  testing  and  selecting 
topics  from  the  Applied  Communications  material  to  integrate  into  their  already  com- 
mendable writing  and  literature  programs. 

2)  Increased  Articulation  with  Community  Colleges.  Pathfinder  continued  its 
participation  in  the  federally  funded  "Tech  Prep  West"  consortium  of  local  technical 
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schools  and  community  colleges.  Students  may  take  advantage  of  accelerated  learn- 
ing and,  in  many  cases,  college  credit  for  learning  experiences  which  take  place  at 
Pathfinder  in  a  planned,  approved  sequence.  They  also  enjoy  increased  opportunities 
as  a  result  of  the  greater  depth  and  rigor  of  academic  offerings  in  conjunction  with  the 
Tech  Prep  concept.  Articulation  agreements  currently  exist  in  the  following  fields: 
Culinary  Arts,  Drafting,  Electronics,  Heating,  Ventilating  &  Air  Conditioning,  and  Com- 
puter Programming. 

3)  Increased  Technical  and  Computer  Literacy.  The  administration  has  re- 
sponded to  this  challenge  by  providing  the  resources  to  upgrade  the  computer  and 
networking  facilities  in  virtually  every  area  of  the  school.  All  students  have  daily  access 
to  the  latest  models  of  IBM  computers,  and  in  the  case  of  the  reading  laboratory,  Apple 
hardware  and  Ideal  software.  Pathfinder  is  currently  one  of  only  two  schools  in  the 
area  to  have  installed  IBM's  highly  successful  "Businesslab"  program,  thereby  replac- 
ing all  of  the  electric  typewriters  with  state-of-the-art  model  student  workstations.  Stu- 
dents become  familiar  with  keyboarding,  Lotus  1-2-3,  WordPerfect,  and  Southwestern 
computerized  accounting.  The  response  to  these  new  opportunities  has  been  enthusi- 
astic by  teachers  and  students  alike. 

4)  Competency  Based  Education.  The  task  of  converting  to  competency  based 
curriculum  has  been  completed  in  all  technical  areas.  In  the  process,  most  programs 
have  deleted  out-dated  material  and  replaced  it  with  concepts  more  relevant  to  current 
workplace  standards. 

COMMUNITY  SERVICE 

Service  to  our  member  towns  continues  to  be  an  important  component  of  the 
curriculum,  for  it  provides  realistic,  on-the-job  experience  for  students  in  full  visibility  of 
local  citizens.  Among  the  many  projects  completed  by  faculty-directed  work  crews 
were: 

Remodeling  and  completion  of  the  former  Main  Street  School  in  Monson  for  use 
by  the  police  and  other  town  offices  (Carpentry  and  Electrical) 

Remodeling  of  rooms  in  Ware  Town  Hall  for  use  by  police  and  other  town  offices 
(Carpentry  and  Electrical) 

Service  to  air  conditioning  units  in  the  Palmer  Town  Hall  (HVAC) 
Grounds  maintenance  for  the  Palmer  District  Court  (Agribusiness) 
Retrofitting  all  hallway  and  classroom  lighting  with  energy  efficient  fixtures 
throughout  the  Pathfinder  building  as  part  of  an  energy  conservation  program  in  coop- 
eration with  Massachusetts  Electric  Company  (Electrical). 

Although  not  technically  a  community  service,  carpentry  students  are  continuing 
the  highly  successful  house  building  program.  The  1992-93  project  is  in  New  Braintree 
and,  upon  completion,  will  be  the  school's  14th  house. 
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SPECIAL  SERVICES 


The  Special  Education  Department  at  Pathfinder  continued  to  provide  quality 
academic  instruction  and  vocational  skills  training  to  special  needs  students  in  a  di- 
ploma track  program  as  well  as  specialized  training  for  students  in  the  Modified  Voca- 
tional Instruction  at  Pathfinder  (M.V.I. P.)  Program.  Pursuant  to  Chapter  766  regula- 
tions, Pathfinder  provides  special  services  in  prototypes  502.1  through  502.4. 

The  school  committee  continues  to  support  a  strong  special  education  depart- 
ment with  considerable  depth  that  presently  employs  seventeen  professional  staff  and 
seven  teacher  aides.  This  staff  services  168  students  grades  9  through  12  and  54 
students  from  the  M.V.I. P.  program. 

TEAM  evaluations  and  annual  reviews  that  were  under  the  coordination  of  the 
I.E. P.  Planner/Liaison  staff  person  proceeded  with  greater  efficiency,  staff  involvement 
and  parental  cooperation  than  in  the  past.  This  position  has  been  in  effect  for  approxi- 
mately four  years,  and  the  academic  and  vocational  staff  have  shown  strong  support 
for  the  coordination  and  student  services  it  has  provided. 

Pathfinder's  Special  Education  Department  continues  to  provide  support  to  an 
Afternoon  Alternative  Drop-Out  Prevention  Program  through  the  utilization  of  P.L.  94- 
142  funds.  This  program  provides  entry  level  vocational  training  in  the  areas  of 
autobody,  carpentry,  computer  programming  and  food  services.  Additional  P.L.  94-124 
funds  were  used  to  provide  vocational  and  instructional  supplies  to  classes  and  shops 
that  operated  during  the  day.  For  the  FY92  school  year,  P.L.  89-313  funds  were  again 
very  limited  and  were  spent  specifically  within  the  M.V.I. P.  program  for  vocational  and 
academic  supplies. 

GRANTS  AND  SPECIAL  PROGRAMS 

Massachusetts  in  general  and  Pathfinder  in  particular  continued  to  experience  a 
decline  in  allocation  of  federal  vocational  monies  under  the  Perkins  Act.  However,  with 
the  $56,848  resulting  from  this  year's  grant,  the  position  of  Vocational  Instructor  for 
Special  Populations  was  retained  to  provide  services  in  the  technical  areas  of  highest 
concentration  of  special  needs  students:  carpentry,  drafting,  autobody,  and  food  ser- 
vices. A  portion  of  the  allocation  was  again  used  to  support  an  instructor's  salary  in  the 
heating,  ventilating,  and  air  conditioning  program. 

Staff  members  continued  to  vigorously  pursue  a  wide  variety  of  grant  related 
programs  and  activities.  Their  success  may  be  demonstrated  by  the  following  ex- 
amples of  special  projects  supported  by  external  funds  totalling  approximately 
$280,000. 

Summer  DYS  Program  Students  in  the  custody  of  the  Department  of  Youth 
Services  participated  in  the  areas  of  food  services,  vocational  agriculture,  automotive 
repair,  and  computers. 
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DYS  Extended  Day  Program.  Similar  to  the  summer  offering,  this  program 
developed  educational  experiences  for  the  school  year  in  food  services,  carpentry, 
computer  programming,  and  auto  body. 

Belchertown  State  School  Retraining.  Designed  to  offer  retraining  to  persons 
scheduled  to  be  unemployed  when  Belchertown  State  School  closed,  this  program 
offered  extensive  background  in  computer  applications  for  approximately  15  adults. 

Drug  Free  Schools  A  small  grant  of  $2,554  from  the  Governor's  Alliance 
Against  Drugs  supported  a  peer  counseling  program  among  Pathfinder  students  as  well 
as  a  component  featuring  Pathfinder  students  working  with  the  local  elementary 
schools. 

Chapter  II  Media  Grant.  An  award  of  $3,709  provided  support  for  a  computer 
information  research  system  for  the  school  library,  a  resource  which  has  been  utilized 
enthusiastically  by  a  great  majority  of  the  students. 

Drafting  Technology  Always  a  popular  offenng,  this  program  enabled  12 
single  parent  or  displaced  homemakers  to  acquire  skills  in  drafting  technology  along 
with  academic  training,  counseling,  and  day  care  when  appropriate.  The  project  was 
supported  by  a  grant  of  $26,938. 

Substance  Abuse  Prevention  Program.  Students  in  Grades  9-12  were  pro- 
vided with  intensive  counseling  regarding  drug  abuse  and  information  on  various 
chemical  substances.  Consultants  and  counselors  from  the  Griswold  Center  partici- 
pated in  the  sessions. 

Integration  and  Mainstreaming  Workshops  were  arranged  for  12  teachers 
during  which  they  learned  techniques  of  curriculum  modification  for  special  needs 
learners  as  well  as  greater  understanding  of  learning  disabilities.  Library  materials 
were  also  purchased  with  these  monies. 

Pregnant  Parenting/Teen  Intervention.  This  program  was  funded  for  a  second 
year  at  a  level  of  $29,958.  Monies  were  used  to  continue  the  services  of  a  case  man- 
agement outreach  counselor  for  Pathfinder  students  as  well  as  students  from  member 
town  high  schools.  The  counselor  provided  health  information  and  arranged  appropri- 
ate services  for  these  students  as  needed. 

Math  and  Science  Improvement.  A  small  grant  of  $1 ,884  was  utilized  to  pur- 
chase supplies  and  to  enable  two  teachers  to  attend  professional  conferences  on  a 
national  level. 

Chapter  I  Pathfinder  continued  to  access  these  funds  for  the  purpose  of  provid- 
ing teacher  aides  and  materials  to  assist  eligible  students  in  improving  their  reading 
skills.  This  grant  amounted  to  $24,410  in  FY92. 
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In  addition  to  the  conventional  grant  programs,  Pathfinder  staff  made  efforts  to 
develop  a  closer  relationship  with  the  Hampden  County  Private  Industry  Council.  Al- 
though much  needs  to  be  done  in  this  area,  the  school  did  receive  approval  from  the 
PIC  to  provide  adult  training  and  to  be  placed  on  the  Individual  Referral  Qualifications 
List  for  the  following  programs;  auto  mechanic,  electronics  technician,  food  services, 
machine  tools,  and  HVAC.  Since  last  year,  eligible  clients  have  been  able  to  enroll  in 
these  programs. 

Pathfinder  continued  to  serve  as  the  state-approved  Assessment  Center  for  the 
western  portion  of  the  state.  Although  grant  funds  have  expired  and  the  center  has 
become  self-supporting,  services  were  expanded  to  other  technical  schools  in  the  area. 
Approximately  350  students  in  3  schools  were  assessed  in  the  fall  of  1992,  and  an 
additional  300  students  in  3  schools  will  receive  this  service  after  the  first  of  the  year. 

Finally,  the  school  committee  has  been  pleased  with  the  increased  visibility  and 
success  of  the  summer  and  evening  programs.  Under  the  direction  of  Reading  Instruc- 
tor Christopher  Pope,  the  summer  program  enrolled  over  100  students  in  two  sessions. 
Instruction  was  individualized  and  featured  extensive  reading  assignments  and  the 
regular  utilization  of  the  computer  laboratory. 

Still  relatively  small  in  enrollment,  the  evening  program  appeared  to  be  gaining 
rapidly  in  popularity.  Over  100  adults  were  enrolled  in  8  classes  each  semester.  Not 
surprisingly,  there  was  exceptional  interest  in  all  areas  of  computer  applications.  Ses- 
sions were  also  held  to  accommodate  a  large  number  of  local  residents  who  needed 
training  for  the  Commercial  Drivers'  License. 


FACULTY  AND  STAFF 


Pathfinder  continues  to  support  an  exceptionally  dedicated  and  talented  staff 
despite  increased  financial  pressures.  Faculty  turnover  is  minimal.  Two  new  voca- 
tional instructors  were  hired  for  1992-93  school  year.  The  committee  successfully 
sought  a  replacement  for  a  retiring  instructor  in  the  electrical  department.  Later  in  the 
summer,  the  unanticipated  additional  state  aid  allowed  the  committee  to  fully  staff  the 
auto  body  program  by  employing  a  third  instructor. 

Two  areas  of  critical  need  remain.  An  additional  instructor  is  required  in  the 
HVAC  shop,  and  the  lack  of  a  full-time  Director  of  Cooperative  Education  continues  to 
be  a  serious  concern.  Fortunately,  a  portion  of  the  new  state  aid  allowed  the  committee 
to  restore  cooperative  education  services  on  a  part-time  basis. 

The  current  staff  includes  34  vocational  and  related  teachers,  22  academic 
teachers,  16  professionals  in  special  education,  and  2  guidance  counselors.  Five 
administrators  oversee  various  components  of  the  operation. 
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The  committee  encourages  state-wide  visibility  and  participation  by  its  faculty 
and  staff.  Superintendent  Gerald  L.  Paist  continues  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Vocational  Administrators  and  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  American  Vocational  Association,  he  was  elected  to  the  position  of  Director  of 
Region  I  of  the  National  Council  of  Local  Administrators.  He  and  Assistant  Director 
David  LaPierre  serve  on  numerous  state-wide  committees  and  task  forces  through  their 
professional  associations. 

In  June,  Vocational  Instructor  of  Special  Needs  James  Hazard  was  honored  as 
Pathfinder's  nominee  for  the  "Outstanding  Contribution  to  Vocational  Education"  award. 
He  received  that  recognition  at  the  Annual  Professional  Development  Conference  at 
Fitchburg  State  College. 

STUDENT  BODY 

Pathfinder's  October  1st  enrollment  listed  579  students  and  gradually  rose  to 
586  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  quarter  with  the  transfer  of  several  9th  and  10th 
graders  into  the  building.  The  tenth  grade  still  had  a  waiting  list  of  15  students,  some 
of  whom  may  be  accommodated  at  the  half  year. 

As  of  October  1st,  the  enrollment  included:  Belchertown  76:  Monson  79;  New 
Braintree  11;  Palmer  122;  and  Ware  115.  An  additional  173  students  represented  20 
out-of-district  communities. 

Director  of  Guidance  Mark  Condon  reported  that  273  applications  were  received 
for  September,  including  36  for  grade  1 0  and  1 7  for  grade  1 1 .  Once  again  these  fig- 
ures indicate  continued  growth  in  the  popularity  of  the  school  and  its  new  and  creative 
program  offerings.  In  an  effort  to  increase  awareness  about  the  advantages  of  a  Path- 
finder education,  the  Guidance  Department  authored  and  coordinated  a  professionally 
designed  promotional  booklet  highlighting  academic  and  vocational  programs,  extra- 
curricular activities,  National  Vocational-Technical  Honor  Society  and  other  areas  of 
interest  regarding  the  school. 

The  Pathfinder  Chapter  of  the  National  Vocational  Technical  Honor  Society 
inducted  seven  seniors  and  four  juniors  in  an  impressive  ceremony  held  in  May.  Se- 
lected alumni  who  had  distinguished  themselves  in  their  fields  were  present  for  the 
occasion. 

A  major  step  forward  in  the  area  of  student  services  was  the  acquisition  of  new 
software  featuring  a  greatly  improved  scheduling,  grade-reporting,  and  record  keeping 
system.  As  a  result,  the  scheduling  process  may  now  be  completely  automated,  and 
counselors  and  other  staff  will  have  instant  access  to  student  data  critical  to  more 
informed  and  effective  decision  making.  Furthermore,  all  communications  processes 
which  rely  upon  accurate  and  timely  student  information  will  be  streamlined. 
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In  June  1992,  the  graduating  class  of  103  seniors  received  diplomas  and  voca- 
tional certificates  at  outdoor  commencement  exercises.  Nearly  70%  of  the  graduating 
class  had  secured  gainful  employment  or  were  planning  to  pursue  post-secondary 
education.  An  additional  7%  had  made  commitments  to  the  military.  Scholarship 
Chairman  Mark  Condon  presented  approximately  $14,000  in  scholarships  to  members 
of  the  senior  class,  an  increase  of  $2,000  over  the  previous  year.  Local  and  state 
organizations  continue  to  generously  recognize  the  ability  and  effort  of  Pathfinder 
graduates.  Several  interested  parties  have  already  contacted  the  office  to  institute  new 
scholarships  for  June  1993. 

Computer  programming  student  Brenda  Wrubel  was  selected  to  represent  Path- 
finder at  the  Annual  Vocational  Student  Recognition  Program  sponsored  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education.  Brenda  also  received  several  scholarships  at  commencement  and 
is  currently  attending  Bay  Path  College  where  she  is  pursuing  a  degree  as  a  paralegal. 

STUDENT  ACTIVITIES 

The  School  Committee  directed  the  formation  of  a  special  committee  to  update 
and  recommend  policy  and  practice  regarding  AIDS/HIV.  Through  the  process  of 
several  meetings  and  a  community  survey  maiiing,  information  was  compiled  which 
resulted  in  the  proposal  and  adoption  of  the  current  policy. 

The  Student  Council  worked  closely  with  the  administration  to  provide  input  and 
formulate  a  policy  on  issues  of  sexual  harassment.  The  Peer  Education  group  and 
Student  Council  invited  and  coordinated  a  program  with  University  of  Massachusetts 
staff  on  date  rape  and  family  violence.  After  a  training  program  of  student  leaders, 
presentations  were  planned  for  the  student  body. 

During  the  year,  members  of  the  Student  Council  were  involved  in  several  com- 
munity and  in-school  activities.  Of  particular  note  was  a  "Homestead  Drive"  which 
collected  money  and  food  supplies  for  the  hurricane  victims.  In  addition,  a  Thanksgiv- 
ing basket  effort  was  very  successful  for  local  families.  A  major  emphasis  was  put  on 
Freshman  orientation  by  Council  members,  as  well  a  day  student  intervention  with 
MVIP  program  students. 

The  Peer  Education  group  held  a  craft  fair  during  open  house  to  raise  money  for 
their  efforts  and  programs.  Funds  were  used  for  buttons,  ribbons,  and  publicity.  A 
successful  program  for  area  elementary  students  continued  with  the  year's  theme  of 
"Self-Esteem".  An  assembly  program  and  school  dances  as  well  as  an  in-service 
program  was  launched  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  to  address  self-esteem. 

The  1992  school  year  saw  major  accomplishments  for  Pathfinder's  athletic 
program.  The  girls'  softball  team  won  the  Tri-County  League  title.  As  a  result,  the 
Softball  team  competed  in  the  Western  Massachusetts  Tournament  for  the  second 
consecutive  year.  Girls'  basketball  compiled  the  second  best  record  in  the  school's 
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history,  and  also  qualified  for  the  Western  Massachusetts  basketball  tournament. 
Upon  graduation,  Kristen  Marciniec  enrolled  at  Springfield  College  where  she  com- 
petes as  a  freshman  on  the  varsity  level. 

The  boys'  soccer  team  compiled  its  best  record  in  the  school's  history  and  a 
major  accomplishment  was  the  addition  of  a  girls'  soccer  program.  Competing  this  year 
on  a  junior  varsity  level,  the  goal  is  to  achieve  varsity  status  in  the  near  future. 

The  commendable  level  of  accomplishment  is  exemplified  through  the  ten  Path- 
finder athletes  who  made  All-League  teams. 

BUDGET  AND  FINANCE 

In  what  has  become  almost  an  annual  rite,  the  school  committee  adopted  a 
FY93  budget  well  in  advance  of  any  concrete  information  regarding  state  aid  and  the 
effects  of  any  educational  reform  legislation.  The  committee  is  grateful,  however,  that 
local  officials  are  sensitive  to  this  dilemma  ~  particularly  in  a  regional  school  district- 
and  all  parties  make  a  commitment  to  working  together  until  final  information  arrives 
and  assessments  are  then  calculated. 

The  school  committee  ultimately  arrived  at  an  overall  level-funded  budget  for  the 
second  consecutive  year:  Operating  and  Maintenance,  $2,044,539;  Capital,  $100,750; 
and  Substantially  Separate  Program,  $213,832.  Based  upon  respective  town  enroll- 
ments, assessments  were  calculated  as  follows:  Belchertown,  $409,705.17;  Monson, 
$428,044.05;  New  Braintree,  $58,116.89;  Palmer,  $744,480.35  and  Ware, 
$626,774.55.  With  the  exception  of  Belchertown,  voters  approved  these  assessments 
in  each  of  four  town  meetings.  Belchertown  voters  appropriated  a  lower  figure  and 
subsequently  placed  the  difference  on  a  Proposition  2  1/2  override  election  in  June. 
Along  with  most  other  items  on  the  ballot,  the  effort  failed,  but  the  budget  was  neverthe- 
less approved  by  the  required  two-thirds  of  the  district  towns. 

The  experience  with  Belchertown  has  convinced  the  school  committee  that  more 
attention  needs  to  be  given  to  explaining  the  regional  school  budget  process  and  how  it 
differs  from  the  local  towns'.  Essentially,  Belchertown's  dramatic  increase  in  student 
population  over  FY92  was  responsible  for  the  assessment  increase,  and  that,  accord- 
ing to  the  District  Agreement,  is  entirely  proper. 

Pathfinder  received  direct  benefit  from  additional  state  aid  as  a  result  of  the 
legislative  override  of  the  Governor's  veto.  The  $100  per  pupil  formula  generated  an 
additional  $57,300,  and  an  increase  in  EEO  monies  resulted  in  a  total  of  $324,275. 

Midway  through  the  1992-92  school  year,  the  committee  was  advised  by  the 
Department  of  Education  that  it  would  be  required  to  spend  an  additional  $191,289  in 
direct  service  categories  in  order  to  continue  to  be  eligible  for  EEO  monies.  The  super- 
intendent prepared,  and  the  school  committee  approved,  a  plan  to  accomplish  that 
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objective.  A  large  number  of  the  improvements  cited  in  an  earlier  section  of  this  report 
came  about  as  a  direct  result  of  the  obligation  to  spend  those  monies.  To  compensate, 
however,  the  committee  was  forced  to  make  cutbacks  in  planned  spending  in  other 
non-direct  areas  of  the  budget  such  as  equipment  purchases  and  maintenance. 

CONCLUDING  STATEMENT 

The  committee  is  very  pleased  with  the  progress  which  has  been  made  in 
strengthening  the  quality  of  a  Pathfinder  education.  The  committee  believes  that  it  has 
done  its  very  best  to  provide  the  young  people  of  the  district  with  both  a  technical  and 
academic  background  consistent  with  the  school's  stated  philosophy  and  goals. 

Much  remains  to  be  done,  however,  and  that  is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  a  major 
portion  of  this  concluding  statement  appeared  last  year.  Although  the  ability  to  retain 
all  programs  and  personnel  in  light  of  current  fiscal  conditions  has  been  a  source  of 
great  satisfaction,  plans  for  a  thirteenth  program  are  still  on  hold.  The  effort  to  attract 
additional  member  towns  continues  to  be  a  priority,  but  it  has  been  difficult  to  generate 
interest  in  these  times  of  uncertainty.  Additional  resources  for  equipment  are  badly 
needed  in  order  to  enable  the  staff  to  train  students  for  the  current  workplace. 

The  committee  anticipates  that  an  educational  reform  bill  be  passed  within  the 
first  few  weeks  of  the  1 993  legislative  session.  It  intends  to  study  the  bill  carefully  and 
then  devote  considerable  effort  toward  updating  the  school's  long  range  plan  for  the 
future.

We    the    Board   of    Park   Commissioners    hereby    submit   our   Annual  Report 
to  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Palmer: 

The  Park  Commission  holds  its  monthly  meeting  the  third  Tuesday  of  , 
each  month  at  the  Town  Administration  Building  beginning  at  7:00  p.m. 

To  begin  with  the  first  issue  we  would  like  to  address  is  that  of 
the  budget  reductions  which  have  taken  place  over  the  last  two  t 
years.  On  October  26,  1992  a  Special  Town  Meeting  was  held.  The 
purpose  of  this  meeting  was  to  balance  the  F.Y.  93  budget  which  was  i 
approximately  1.5  million  dollars  over  the  levy  limit  under 
Proposition  2  1/2  guidelines.  In  order  to  create  a  balanced  budget 
all  departments  were  requested  to  submit  a  list  of  cuts  from  their 
budgets.  The  Park  Department  budget  was  reduced  in  the  following 
areas .

This  amount  of  reduction  along  with  the  precious  cuts  of  $18,170.00 
from  the  FY  92  budget  has  resulted  in  a  total  reduction  over  the 
last  two  years  of  $53,130.00.  To  illustrate  the  impact  these  cuts 
make  on  this  department  the  total  operating  budget  of  the  Park  is 
twenty  to  twenty-one  thousand  dollars.  This  does  not  include 
salaries  but  is  the  daily  operating  budget  of  the  department  for  the 
year  which  is  broken  down  to  $403  .  85  per  week  or  $80  .  77  per  day. 
The  total  of  these  cuts  is  equal  to  2.5  years  of  the  departments 
operating  budget.  Furthermore  the  entire  budget  of  the  Park  is  at 
present  including  operating  expenses,  salaries,  and  School  grounds 
maintenance  approximately  $171,000.00  or  2.1%  of  a  15.5  million 
dollar  budget. 

The  results  of  these  cuts  have  been  the  layoff  of  two  full-time 
employees,  and  with  the  request  this  year  for  a  level  funded  budget 
it  is  doubtful  these  positions  will  be  funded.  Also  due  to  the  cuts 
all  flood  lights  and  meters  have  been  turned  off  with  the  exception 
of  the  garage  at  Legion  Field  in  order  to  stay  with  the  limit  of  the 
electricity  account.  These  are  just  some  examples  of  what  the 
department  is  doing  in  order  to  stay  within  its  budget. 
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Although  the  budget  continues  to  be  reduced  the  amount  of  field  use 
and  maintenance  continues  to  increase.  From  April  until  September 
during  the  baseball  season  the  department  maintains  thirteen  ball 
field.  During  this  period,  an  average  of  six  games  per  day,  five  to 
six  days  per  week  are  played  on  these  fields.  This  translates  into 
roughly  432  games  during  this  period  and  this  figure  does  not  take 
into  account  practice,  make  up  and  pick  up  games  which  are  also 
played  during  this  time.  Another  large  increase  over  the  past 
couple  of  years  has  been  in  the  fall  sports  programs  which  for  years 
were  mostly  confined  to  football.  Now  with  the  introduction  of 
soccer  on  both  the  youth  and  high  school  level  the  fall  has  become 
an  extremely  busy  time.  The  Park  Department  is  maintaining  three 
football  fields,  three  soccer  fields,  and  a  field  hockey  field  all 
which  require  a  good  deal  of  maintenance.  These  again  are  just  some 
of  the  increases  that  the  department  is  experiencing  and  the  growth 
seems  to  be  continuing  with  more  and  more  participation  every  year. 

The  lack  of  snow  cover  and  mild  temperatures  of  last  winter  was  not 
in  the  best  interest  of  those  who  enjoy  ice  skating.  Although  all 
rinks  were  flooded  the  lack  of  constant  cold  temperatures  made  it 
difficult  to  establish  a  good  solid  layer  of  ice  and  this  resulted 
on  only  a  few  good  days  of  skating.  Due  to  the  mild  winter,  park 
crews  were  busy  clearing,  thinning  and  burning  in  areas  of  New 
Burliegh  Park  where,  we  hope  to  someday  be  able  to  construct  a 
parking  area  to  eliminate  the  problem  of  cars  parking  along  Old 
Warren  Road  during  baseball  games  which  creates  a  dangerous 
situation. 

Also  park  employees  rebuilt  and  reconditioned  most  all  of  the 
playground  equipment  and  also  rebuilt  and  repaired  much  of  our  large 
grounds  equipment.  Although  a  good  preventive  maintenance  program 
is  followed,  the  lack  of  capital  funding  over  the  years  has  resulted 
in  escalating  maintenance  costs  and  coupled  with  the  fact  that  the 
average  age  of  a  piece  of  equipment  is  11.5  years  old  this  means 
that  new  equipment  will  be  needed  in  the  future. 

The  Summer  recreation  program  at  New  Burliegh  Park  operated  again 
this  year.  The  swimming  pool  and  the  wading  pool  at  Eager  Field 
were  scrubbed  and  given  fresh  coats  of  paint  and  were  in  operation 
for  six  weeks  beginning  in  July.  Unfortunately  this  past  Summer  was 
not  the  best,  however,  whenever  weather  permitted  the  pools  were 
filled  with  children  to  capacity. 

Vandalism  again  this  year  was  on  the  rise.  In  previous  years  New 
Burliegh  Park  was  the  target  for  much  damage,  however,  this  year 
most  of  the  problems  were  confined  to  the  area  around  Legion  Field 
and  Eager  Playground.  On  several  occasions  locks  were  ripped  from 
doors  and  doors  were  smashed  to  gain  entry  to  the  concession  stand, 
press  box  and  equipment  garage.  We  ask  for  the  help  of  the  public 
if  anyone  sees  damage  being  done  that  they  contact  the  Police 
Department  as  quickly  as  possible  so  as  an  end  can  be  brought  to 
this  costly  problem. 
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As  for  the  future  plans  of  the  Park  Department,  there  are  many 
improvements  and  projects  we  would  like  to  see  carried  out  however, 
we  realize  that  now  is  not  the  appropriate  time  to  be  expanding 
until  a  brighter  financial  outlook  is  here.  The  following  is  a 
partial  list  of  areas  that  we  feel  would  be  our  future  plans  to 
project  the  investments  that  have  been  made  in  the  park  system  and 
the  most  important  is  safety  for  the  people  which  use  the  areas. 

1)  .  Relocation  of  Endelson  Playground  in  Bondsville  to  the  adjacent 
land  owned  by  the  Town. 

2)  .  Replacement  of  various  types  of  playground  equipment  and 
installation  of  soft  surface  areas  in  all  playgrounds. 

3)  .  Construction  of  new  restrooms  and  a  storage  building  at  the  New 
Burliegh  Park. 

4)  .     Upgrading  of  electrical  service  at  Legion  Field. 

5)  .     Reconstruction  of  two  Pee-wee  fields  at  New  Burliegh  Park. 

6)  .     Development  of  Walter  Chase  Memorial  Park. 

7)  .     Expansion  of  parking  area  at  Nick  Laviolette  Field. 

Again  these  are  just  some  of  the  projects  we  would  like  to  see 
accomplished  in  the  future  should  the  funding  be  there. 

In  closing  we  would  like  to  thank  the  Palmer  Kickers  Soccer 
Association  for  their  gift  of  $150.00  that  will  be  used  towards 
field  maintenance.  Also  we  would  like  to  thank  our  Superintendent 
and  the  excellent  staff  of  the  Park  Department  for  doing  an 
excellent  job  this  past  year  and  lastly  but  not  least,  all  the  other 
Town  Departments  and  employees  who  have  lent  their  assistance  to  the 
Park  Department  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


The  Palmer  Historical  Commission  is  a  seven  member  board  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  charged  with  the  stewardship  of  all  historical  and 
archaeological  assets  within  the  Town  of  Palmer. 

The  undertakings  of  the  Historical  Commission  this  past  year  as  compared 
to  1991  were  definitely  low-key  but  none-the-less  progressive. 

In  April,  Harold  Olson  was  chosen  as  the  new  chairman  and  he  has  directed 
the  Commission  in  many  positive  ventures.    In  May  the  Commission  designed  and 
sponsored  the  Cane  Plaque  which  now  hangs  in  the  entryway  of  the  Palmer  Public 
Library  and  on  which  the  names  of  the  oldest  male  and  female  citizens  are 
inscribed.    These  citizens  are  the  recipients  of  the  Palmer  Commemorative 
Canes  which  they  may  hold  in  trust  for  as  long  as  they  live  --  only  then 
would  the  cane  be  passed  on  to  the  next  eligible  persons.    On  Oune  5th  the 
oldest  male  citizen,  Albert  Senecal,  celebrated  his  100th  birthday  and  the 
Historical  Commission  attended  the  open  house  celebration  and  presented 
Mr.  Senecal  with  a  proclamation  issued  by  both  the  Historical  Commission  and 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Ouly  was  the  month  that  the  Commission  sponsored    its  2nd  annual 
"Afternoon  in  the  Park"  in  the  gazebo  on  the  green  in  Three  Rivers.  The 
feature  event  was  a  concert  by  the  Converse  Brass.    It  was  a  beautiful  day 
and  a  lovely  concert. 

September  witnessed  the  initial  showing  on  cable  TV  Public  Broadcasting 
of  the  videotape  put  together  and  narrated  by  Commission  members  of  the  events 
that  took  place  during  our  Founders'  Year  celebration. 
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There  are  many  other  projects  that  the  Commission  is  interested  in 
completing  in  the  near  future.    Three  of  them  that  are  "in  the  works" 
are  as  follows: 

1.  Copyrighting  the  Founders  Year  Logo  so  that  it  may  be  used  as  the 
Town  Seal . 

2.  Having  the  Memorial  Hall  accepted  for  the  National  Register  -  the 
Commission  has  already  submitted  an  application  for  this  honor. 

3.  The  completion  of  the  "Pictorial  memorabilia  of  historical  events" 

that  have  taken  place  in  the  Town  of  Palmer  by  folk  artist  Jacob  Knight. 
This  painting  which  is  quite  large  will  be  hung  in  a  prominent  place 
--  possibly  in  the  library.    The  Commission  is  having  prints  made  so 
that  they  may  be  sold  to  all  who  may  have  an  interest  in  a  keepsake 
of  this  historical  painting.

project,  provided  that  the  amount  of  the  authorized 
borrowing  shall  be  reduced  by  the  amount  of  such  aid 
received  prior  to  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  note  under  this 
voted;  and  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  is  authorized  to 
take  any  other  action  necessary  to  carry  out  this  project. 

ARTICLE  23.     To  see  if   the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  an 
enterprise  fund  for  sewer  services,  as  authorized  by 
Chapter  40,   Section  39K,   said  enterprise  fund  to  be  set  up 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,   but  no 
earlier  than  1994,   or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 


ARTICLE  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  374,   which  modified  Chapter  71, 
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Section  20,  which  establishes  instructional  trust  fund 
accounts  for  the  public  schools,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 


ARTICLE  25.     To  see  if   the  Town  will   vote  to   raise  and 
appropriate,   transfer  or  borrow  a  sum  of  money  for  the 
Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  Additional  Equipment  Account 
for  the  purchase  of  channel  flow  meters,   or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 


ARTICLE  26.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate,   transfer  or  borrow  a  sum  of  money  for  the 
purchase  of  a  Channel  Monster  Screening  System,   or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 


ARTICLE  27.     To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  an 
Equal  Educational  Opportunity  Grant  for  Fiscal  Year  1993 
in  the  amount  of  $194,316.00,   or  any  other  amount  which 
may  be  made  available  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  188, 
Section  5,  of  the  Acts  of  1985,   said  grant  to  be  expended 
by  the  School  Committee  without  further  appropriation,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 


ARTICLE  28.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a 
revolving  fund  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  Section 
53E  1/2,   such  revolving  fund  to  be  for  the  purpose  of 
funding  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  transportation  of 
students  in  grades  7-12  regardless  of  distance  traveled 
and  any  students  in  grades  5  and  6  who  live  less  than  1 
1/2  miles  from  school,   the  receipts  for  the  fund  are  to  be 
collected  from  the  students  transported,   with  expenditure 
authorized  by  the  School  Committee,  and  the  amount 
expended  not  to  exceed  1%  of  the  total  school  budget,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto.

ARTICLE  30.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate,   transfer  or  borrow  a  sum  of  money  for  the 
Palmer  Town  Building  Account  for  the  purpose  of  a 
Preventive  Maintenance  Agreement  for  the  heating/air 
conditioning  system,   or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  31.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate,   transfer  or  borrow  a  sum  of  money  for  the 
Vacant  School  Buildings  Maintenance  Account  for  the 
reconnection  and  monitoring  of  the  Alarm  Systems  of  said 
vacant  schools,   or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 


ARTICLE  32.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Zoning  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Palmer  by  deleting  Section 
171-37   (B)    2  and  inserting  the  following  new  by-law: 

171-27   (B)   2     Use  of  the  premises  or  buildings  thereon  for 
home  occupations  provided  that  they  meet  the  following 
criteria : 

A.  Home  Occupation:     A  vocation,   trade,  small 
business,  craft,  art  or  profession  which  can  be  conducted 
in  entirety  within  the  main  (principal)   or  accessory 
building  of  a  property  by  a  bona  fide  resident  of  that 
main  building  and  Which,   by  nature  of  its  limited  size  and 
scope,   does  not  cause  any  outward  manifestation  (such  as 
traffic  generation,   parking  congestion,   noise  or  air 
pollution,  materials  storage,  public  service,  utility 
demand,   etc.)  which  is  uncharacteristic  of  or  an 
additional  disturbance  to  the  particular  residential 
neighborhood  in  which  said  property  is  located.  The 
following  occupations  shall  be  specifically  excluded: 

Any  clinic,   veterinary  hospital,    restaurant,    retail  or 
wholesale  supply  shop  or  store  or  mortuary. 

B.  Requirements: 

1.  It  must  be  clearly  incidental  and  secondary  to  the 
use  of  the  building  or  property  for  residential 
dwelling/purposes . 

2.  It  must  be  conducted  by  the  principal  practitioner 
who  occupies  the  main  building  as  his/her  bona  fide 
residence,  with  no  more  than  one  other  person  engaged  in 
the  occupation  except  members  of  the  immediate  family  also 
residing  in  such  building.     If  the  principal  practitioner 
changes  residences  the  permit  will  terminate. 

3.  It  must  not  occupy  more  that  50%  of  the  gross 
combined  floor  area  of  the  main  building,  and  the 
accessory  structure   (if  such  accessory  structure  is 
utilized  for  said  home  occupation). 

4.  One  sign  may  be  displayed  advertising  the  Home 
Occupation  provided: 
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(a)  it  does  not  exceed  sic   (6)   square  feet  in 
a  rea  ; 

(b)  location  to  be  presented  in  application  and 
approved  by  the  Board 

(c)  it   is  not  illuminated 

5.  Goods  may  only  be  offered  for  sale  from  the 
premises  if  the  SPGA  expressly  permits  it  in  the  issued 
Special  Permit. 

6.  All  goods  sold  must  be  produced  or  manufactured  on 
the  premises,   or  must  be  used  in  conjunction  with  or  be 
incidental  to  or  related  to  the  permitted  operations. 

7.  The  hours  of  operation  shall  be  expressly  stated 
in  the  Special  Permit  issued  by  the  SPGA; 

8.  The  hours  and  frequency  of  deliveries  of  products 
and/or  materials  shall  be  stated  in  the  Special  Permit 
issued  by  the  SPGA. 

9.  If  said  Home  Occupation  takes  place  in  an 
accessory  structure: 

(a)  constructed  prior  to  the  date  of  adoption  of 
this  Ordinance,   then  the  said  structure  must 
conform  to  the  setback  requirements  for  accessory 
structures  in  that  district; 

(b)  constructed  after  the  date  of  adoption  of 
this  Ordinance,   then  the  said  structure  must 
conform  to  the  setback  requirements  for  the 
principal  structure  in  that  district. 

10.  It  shall  produce  no  noise,   obnoxious  odors, 
vibrations,  glare,   fumes  or  electrical  interference  which 
would  be  detectable  to  normal  sensory  perception  beyond 
the  lot  line. 

11.  The  portion  of  any  structure  utilized  for  a  Home 
Occupation  shall  conform  to  all  applicable  Fire,  Building, 
Electrical,   Plumbing  and  Health  Codes. 

12.  Prior  to  the  commencement  of  any  Home  Occupation, 
a  Certificate  of  Occupancy  must  be  received  from  the 
Building  Inspector  for  any  structure  or  portion  thereof, 
used  for  said  occupation. 

13.  All  Special  Permits  shall  be  reviewed  after  one 
year  of  operation. 
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14.  All  Special  Permits  for  Home  Occupations  are 

Non-Transferable  and  are  specifically  issued  to  a  specific 
applicant  for  a  specific  Home  Occupation,   or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  33.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
following  Peddlers,   Solicitors  and  Transient  Retail 
Merchants  By-Law  and  to  insert  it  in  the  proper  location 
in  the  Town  By-Laws: 

ARTICLE  1

ARTICLE  II 
Licensing  and  Regulation 

1.  Legislative  intent. 

The  purpose  of  this  Article  is  to  prevent  business 
practices  of  peddlers,   solicitors  and  transient  retail 
businesses  from  existing  in  the  Town  of  Palmer  with 
certain  exceptions,  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  by 
providing  for  the  registration  and  regulation  of  the 
conduct  of  certain  peddlers,   solicitors  and  canvassers  and 
otherwise  eliminating  such  practices. 

2.  Definitions. 

As  used  in  the  Article,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the 
meanings  indicated: 
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PEDDLER  -  A  person  who  goes  from  place  to  place  by 
traveling  on  foot  or  by  any  type  of  conveyance  on  the 
streets  or  from  house  to  house  carrying,   transporting  or 
conveying  goods,  wares,   merchandise,   foods,   farm  products 
or  provisions,   offering  and  exposing  the  same  for  sale  or 
making  sales  and  deliveries  to  purchasers  or  who  solicits 
orders  and,  as  a  separate  transaction,   makes  deliveries  to 
purchasers.     The  word  "peddler"  shall  include  the  words 
"hawker"  and  huckster." 

PERSON  -  Includes  the  singular  and  the  plural  and  shall 
also  include  and  mean  any  individual,   firm,  partnership, 
corporation,   voluntary  association,  incorporated 
association,  club,   society  or  other  organization  and 
officer,   employee  or  agent  thereof. 

SOLICITOR  AND/OR  CANVASSER  -  Any  person  who  goes  from 
place  to  place  or  house  to  house  or  stands  in  any  street 
or  public  place  taking  or  offering  to  take  orders  for 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise,   except  as  hereinafter 
exempted,  or  for  services  to  be  performed  in  the  future  or 
for  making,  manufacturing  or  repairing  any  article  or 
thing  whatsoever  for  future  delivery. 

TRANSIENT  RETAIL  BUSINESS  -  A  retail  or  wholesale  business 
conducted  in  a  temporary  structure  or  tent;   from  a  truck, 
van  or  trailer;  on  a  parking  lot  or  vacant  parcel  of  land; 
on  a  part  of  public  right-of-way;  or  in  any  other  place 
for  a  temporary  period  of  time.     Lack  of  a  rental  or 
leasing  agreement  of  three   (3)  months'   or  more  duration, 
sealed  by  monetary  consideration,   shall  be  presumptive  of 
a  temporary  situation.     The  type  of  merchandise  being 
offered  for  sale  will  have  no  bearing  on  the  designation. 

3.  License  required. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  peddler  or  solicitor  to  sell 
or  dispose  of  or  to  offer  to  sell  or  dispose  of  any  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise  within  the  Town  of  Palmer  or  to 
solicit  or  act  as  a  solicitor  from  door  to  door  within  the 
Town  of  Palmer  without  first   registering  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Palmer  as  provided  in  this 
Article  and  obtaining  the  license  prescribed. 

4.  Exemptions. 

A.     The   requirements  of  this  Article  as  to  the  payment  of 
a  license  fee  (but  not  as  to  registration)     shall  be  held 
not  to  include  the  following  persons,  who  are  expressly 
exempt  from  its  application: 

(1)     Persons  engaged  in  delivering  merchandise  of  any 
nature  whatsoever  on  regular,   scheduled  routes  to  regular 
costumers,   including  specifically  but  not  limited  to 
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persons  delivering  dairy  products,   bread  and  other 
merchandise  over  such  routes;  and,   with  respect  to  persons 
mentioned  in  this  subsection,   they  shall  be  exempt  from 
all   requirements  of  this  Article  relating  to  the  payment 
of  the  license  fee  or  license  fees,   terms  and  conditions. 


B.     This  Article  shall  not  apply  to  any  of  the  following: 

(1)  Sales  conducted  pursuant  to  the  order  by  any  court. 

(2)  Any  person  selling  personal  property  at  wholesale  to 
dealers  in  such  articles. 


(3)  The  sale  of  fruits  and  vegetables  raised  on  the 
property  where  being  sold. 

(4)  Persons  soliciting,  collecting  or  operating  a  sale  on 
behalf  of  any  local  bona  fide  charitable,  religious, 
patriotic  or  other  organization  of  worthy  cause  deemed  to 
be  in  the  public  interest  and  which  organization  is 
represented  locally  by  a  town  resident. 

(5)  Any  person  selling  personal  property  at  a  garage  sale 
held  at  his  residence. 

(6)  The  sale  of  newspapers. 


5.     Permitted  activities. 

A.  The  following  activities  shall  be  the  only  activities 
which  can  be  licensed  pursuant  to  this  Article: 

(1)  The  sale  of  Ice  cream,  milk  and  other  dairy  products. 

(2)  The  sale  of  hot  dogs,   soda  and  other  items 
customarily  found  on  hot  dog  vending  trucks. 

(3)  The  operation  of  coffee  trucks  and  the  sale  of  goods 
ordinarily  associated  therewith. 

B.  All  other  businesses  herein  above  defined  as  transient 
retail  businesses  shall  be  illegal  in  the  Town  of  Palmer. 


6.     Application  for  license. 

Any  person  desiring  a  license  under  this  Article  shall 
first  register  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of 
Palmer  and  shall  file  with  said  Board  of  Selectmen  an 
application,   in  writing,   containing  the  following 
information : 
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A.  The  name  of   the  applicant. 

B.  The  applicant's  permanent  home  residence. 

C.  The  name,  address  and  telephone  number  of  the  person 
from  whom  goods  making  up  the  stock,  if  any,  were  or  are 
to  be  purchased. 

D.  Three   (3)   bona  fide  business  references. 

E.  The  place  or  places  of   residence  of  the  applicant  for 
the  next  preceding  three  (3)  years. 

F.  A  description  of  the  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  to  be 
sold  and  offered  for  sale  and/or  the  purpose  of  his 
proposed  canvassing  or  solicitation. 

G.  The  length  of  time  for  which  the  license  is  required 
and  registration  is  to  be  effective. 

H.  An  authorization  certification  for  the  Massachusetts 
Sales  Tax  Bureau. 

7.     Investigation  of  applicant. 

Each  application  shall  be  referred  to  the  Police 
Department  which  shall,  without  delay,   institute  such 
investigation  of  the  applicant's  business  and  moral 
character  as  it  deems  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the 
public  good  and  complete  the  same  within  a  reasonable 
time.     No  license  shall  be  issued  until  the  application 
shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Police  Department.  The 
approval  or  rejection  shall  be  endorsed  on  the  application 
by  the  Chief  of  Police  or  officer  in  charge. 


8.     Issuance  of  license,   records,  possession. 

A.  The  license  shall  be  issued  on  forms  drawn  in 
accordance  with  this  Article.     They  shall  be  consecutively 
numbered  and  shall  contain  spaces  for  the  insertion  of  the 
name,   location  of  the  business  and  amount  of  fee  paid. 

B.  There  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  the  necessary  books  for  recording  the  time  the 
application  was  received,   showing  whether  it  is  an 
application  for  a  new  or  renewal  license,   the  name  of  the 
licensee,   the  date  of  approval  by  the  boar  of  selectmen, 
the  amount  of  fee  received  therefore  and  the  date  when  the 
license  was  issued. 

C.  Every  person  holding  a  license  under  this  Article 
shall  be  required  to  have  in  his  possession  the  license  at 
all  times  while  actually  engaged  in  peddling. 
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9.  Fees;  expiration  of  license. 

A.  The  nonrefundable  fee  for  each  license  application 
pursuant  to  this  Article  shall  be  two  hundred  dollars 
($200)  per  year  or  fifty  dollars   ($50)   per  day  or  fraction 
the  reof . 

B.  Licenses  shall  be  issued  on  an  annual  basis  and  shall 
expire  on  December  31  of  the  year  of  issuance. 

10.  Restrictions. 

A  hawker,  peddler  or  solicitor  shall: 

A.  Not  engage  in  such  business  at  any  time  between  the 
hours  of  8:00  p.m.   and  9:00  a.m. 

B.  Not  willfully  misstate  the  quantity  or  quality  of  any 
article  offered  for  sale. 

C.  Not  offer  for  sale  any  unwholesome,  tainted, 
deleterious  or  diseased  provisions  or  merchandise. 

D.  Keep  the  vehicles  and  receptacles  used  by  him  in  a 
clean  and  sanitary  condition  and  the  foodstuffs  and 
edibles  offered  for  sale  well  covered  and  protected  from 
dirt,   dust  and  insects. 

E.  Not  call  attention  to  his  goods  by  blowing  a  horn,  by 
ringing  a  bell  other  than  a  house  doorbell,   by  shouting  or 
crying  out  or  by  any  loud  or  unusual  noise. 

F.  Not  stand  or  permit  the  vehicles  used  by  him  to  stand 
in  one  91)   place  in  any  public  place  or  street  for  more 
than  ten  (10)  minutes  or  in  front  of  any  premises  for  any 
time  if  the  owner  or  any  lessee  of  the  premises  objects. 

G.  Not  create  or  maintain  any  booth  or  stand  or  place  any 
barrels,   boxes,  crates  or  other  obstructions  upon  any6 
street  or  public  place  for  the  purpose  of  selling  or 
exposing  for  sale  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise. 

H.  Not  engage  in  such  business  within  five  hundred  (500) 
feet  of  any  school  between  the  hour  of  7:00  a.m.  and  4:00 
p.m.   on  school  days. 


11.     Revocation  of  license;  hearing. 

A  license  may  be  revoked  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  the 
Chief  of  Police  by  reason  of  violation  of  the  terms  of  the 
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license,   the  violation  of  any  town  ordinance  or  state  or 
federal  statute  or  falsification  or  fraud  in  applying  for 
the  license.     The  licensed  person  may,   upon  making 
application  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,   in  writing,  request 
a  hearing  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  upon  the  revocation  or 
suspension  of  the  aforesaid  license. 

12.     Penalties  for  offenses. 

Any  person  required  by  this  Article  to  procure  a  license 
who  violates  its  terms  or  who  violates  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Article  shall,   upon  conviction  thereof, 
forfeit  and  pay  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  ($500) 
or  more  than  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars   (2,500)  for 
the  first  offense  and  no  less  than  one  thousand  dollars 
*$1,000)  or  more  than  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  for 
the  second  or  any  subsequent  offense. 


ARTICLE  II 
Canvassing  for  Religious  Purposes 

The  provisions  of  Article  I  of  this  chapter  shall  not 
apply  to  persons  who  distribute  religious  literature  or 
who  solicit  contributions  for  such  purposes  with  the  Town 
of  Palmer. 

In  the  event  any  section  of  this  By-Law  is  determined 
invalid,   it  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  remaining 
sections  which  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 


ARTICLE  34.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  resolution: 

RESOLVED : 

That  the  Town  of  Palmer  calls  upon  the  Legislature  to 
annually  appropriate  and  fully  distribute  the  legally 
required  15%  of  gas  tax  receipts  to  cities  and  town,  for 
the  construction,  maintenance  and  policing  of  local  roads, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  35.     To  see  if  the  Town  will   vote  to  accept  the 
provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter' 59, 
Section  57C,   authorizing  the  implementation  of  a  quarterly 
tax  payment  system  to  be  implemented  on  July  1,   1993,  or 
take  any  action   relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  336  of  the  Acts  of  1991  regarding 
Teachers'  Summer  Pay  Deferral  and  Amortization,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  37.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the 
percentage  of   reimbursement  paid  by  the  Town  for  health 
insurance  for  town  employees  from  75%  to  50%,   or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  38.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  following 
by  law: 

The  Town  Collector  will  be  required  to  pay  all  fees 
received  by  that  office  into  the  Town  Treasury  in 
accordance  with  permissive  legislation  under  Chapter  40, 
Section  21,  paragraph  13  of  the  General  Laws.  The 
effective  date  of  this  by-law  is  July  1,   1992,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  39.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  money 
and  make  appropriations  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Town 
for  Fiscal  Year  1993,   or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

And  you  are  hereby  directed  to  serve  this  warrant 
by  posting  up  attested  copies  in  some  one  public  place  in 
each  of  the  four  villages  of  the  Town  known  as  Depot 
Village,   thorndike.   Three  Rivers  and  Bondsville,  seven 
days  at  least  before  holding  of  said  meeting.

scope,   does  not  cause  any  outward  manifestation  (such  as 
traffic  generation,  parking  congestion,   noise  or  air 
pollution,  materials  storage,  public  service,  utility 
demand,   etc)  which  is  uncharacteristic  of  or  an  additional 
disturbance  to  the  particular  residential  neighborhood  in 
which  said  property  is  located.     The  following  occupations 
shall  be  specifically  excluded: 
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Any  clinic,   veterinary  hospital,    restaurant,   retail  or 
wholesale  supply  shop  or  store  or  mortuary. 

B.  Requirements: 

1.  It  must  be  clearly  incidental  and  secondary  to  the  use 
of  the  building  or  property  for  residential 

dwel 1 i  ng/pu  rposes . 

2.  It  must  be  conducted  by  the  principal  practitioner  who 
occupies  the  main  building  as  his/her  bona  fide  residence, 
with  no  more  than  one  other  person  engaged  in  the 
occupation  except  members  of  the  immediate  family  also 
residing  in  such  building.     If  the  principal  practitioner 
changes  residences  the  permit  will  terminate. 

3.  It  must  not  occupy  more  than  50%  of  the  gross  combined 
floor  area  of  the  main  building,   and  the  accessory 
structure  (if  such  accessory  structure  is  utilized  for 
said  home  occupation). 

4.  'One  sign  may  be  displayed  advertising  the  Home 
Occupation  provided: 

(a)  it  does  not  exceed  six   (6)   square  feet  in  area 

(b)  location  to  be  presented  in  application  and 
approved  by  the  Board 

(c)  it  is  not  illuminated 

5.  Goods  may  only  be  offered  for  sale  from  the  premises 
if  the  SPGA  expressly  permits  it  in  the  issued  Special 
Pe  rmi  t . 

6.  All  goods  sold  must  be  produced  or  manufactured  on  the 
premises,   or  must  be  used  in  conjunction  with  or  be 
incidental  to  or  related  to  the  permitted  operations. 

7.  The  hours  of  operation  shall  be  expressly  stated  in 
the  Special  Permit  issued  by  the  SPGA; 

8.  The  hours  and  frequency  of  deliveries  of  products 
and/or  materials  shall  be  stated  in  the  Special  Permit 
issued  by  the  SPGA. 

9.  If  said  Home  Occupation  takes  place  in  an  accessory 
structure; 

(a)     Constructed  prior  to  the  date  of  adoption  of 
this  Ordinance,   than  the  said  structure  must 
conform  to  the  setback  requirements  for 
accessory  structures  in  that  district; 
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(b)     constructed  after  the  date  of  adoption  of 

this  Ordinance,   than  the  said  structure  must 
conform  to  the  setback  requirements  for  a 
principal  structure  in  that  district. 

10.  It  shall  produce  no  noise,   obnoxious  odors, 
vibrations,  glare,   fumes  or  electrical  interference  which 
would  be  detectable  to  normal  sensory  perception  beyond 
the  lot  line. 

11.  The  portion  of  any  structure  utilized  for  a  Home 
Occupation  shall  conform  to  all  applicable  Fire,  Building, 
Electrical,   Plumbing  and  Health  Codes. 

12.  Prior  to  the  commencement  of  any  Home  Occupation,  a 
certificate  of  Occupancy  must  be  received  from  the 
Building  Inspector  for  any  structure  or  portion  thereof, 
used  for  said  occupation. 

13.  All  special  permits  shall  be  reviewed  after  one  year 
of  operation. 

14.  All  Special  Permits  for  Home  Occupations  are 
Non-Transferable  and  are  specifically  issued  to  a  specific 
applicant  for  a  specific  Home  Occupation.

ARTICLE  II 
Canvassing  for  Religious  Purposes 


ARTICLE  1 
Licensing  and  Regulation 

1.  Legislative  intent. 

The  purpose  of  this  Article  is  to  prevent  business 
practices  of  peddlers,   solicitors  and  transient  retail 
businesses  from  existing  in  the  Town  of  Palmer  with 
certain  exceptions,  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  by 
providing  for  the  registration  and  regulation  of  the 
conduct  of  certain  peddlers,   solicitors  and  canvassers  and 
otherwise  eliminating  such  practices. 

2.  Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  Article,   the  following  terms  shall  have 
the  meanings  indicated: 

PEDDLER  -  A  person  who  goes  from  place  to  place  by 
traveling  on  foot  or  by  any  type  of  conveyance  on  the 
streets  or  from  house  to  house  carrying,   transporting  or 
conveying  goods,  wares,  merchandise,   foods,   farm  products 
or  provisions,   offering  and  exposing  the  same  for  sale  or 
making  sales  and  deliveries  to  purchasers  or  who  solicits 
orders  and,  as  a  separate  transaction,  makes  deliveries  to 
purchasers.     The  word  "peddler"  shall  include  the  words 
"hawker"  and  huckster." 

PERSON  -  Includes  the  singular  and  the  plural  and  shall 
also  include  and  mean  any  individual,   firm,  partnership, 
corporation,   voluntary  association,  incorporated 
association,  club,   society  or  other  organization  and  any 
officer,   employee  or  agent  thereof. 
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SOLICITOR  AND/OR  CANVASSER  -  Any  person  who  goes  from 
place  to  place  or  house  to  house  or  stands  in  any  street 
or  public  place  taking  or  offering  to  take  orders  for 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  except  as  hereinafter 
exempted,  or  for  services  to  be  performed  in  the  future  or 
for  making,  manufacturing  or  repairing  any  article  or 
thing  whatsoever  for  future  delivery. 

TRANSIENT  RETAIL  BUSINESS  -  A  retail  or  wholesale  business 
conducted  in  a  temporary  structure  or  tent;   from  a  truck, 
van  or  trailer;  on  a  parking  lot  or  vacant  parcel  of  land; 
on  a  part  of  public  right-of-way;  or  in  any  other  place 
for  a  temporary  period  of  time.     Lack  of  a  rental  or 
leasing  agreement  of  three   (3)  months'   or  more  duration, 
sealed  by  monetary  consideration,   shall  be  presumptive  of 
a  temporary  situation.     The  type  of  merchandise  being 
offered  for  sale  will  have  no  bearing  on  the  designation. 

3.  License  required. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  peddler  or  solicitor  to  sell 
or  dispose  of  or  to  offer  to  sell  or  dispose  of  any  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise  within  the  Town  of  Palmer  or  to 
solicit  or  act  as  a  solicitor  from  door  to  door  within  the 
Town  of  Palmer  without  first   registering  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Palmer  as  provided  in  this 
Article  and  obtaining  the  license  prescribed. 

4.  Exemptions. 

A.     The  requirements  of  this  Article  as  to  the  payment  of 
a  license  fee   (but  not  as  to  registration)     shall  be  held 
not  to  include  the  following  persons,  who  are  expressly 
exempt  from  its  application: 

(1)     Persons  engaged  in  delivering  merchandise  of  any 
nature  whatsoever  on  regular,   scheduled  routes  to  regular 
costumers,   including  specifically  but  not  limited  to 
persons  delivering  dairy  products,   bread  and  other 
merchandise  over  such  routes;  and,  with  respect  to  persons 
mentioned  in  this  subsection,   they  shall  be  exempt  from 
all  requirements  of  this  Article  relating  to  the  payment 
of  the  license  fee  or  license  fees,   terms  and  conditions. 


B.     This  Article  shall  not  apply  to  any  of  the  following: 

(1)  Sales  conducted  pursuant  to  the  order  by  any  court. 

(2)  Any  person  selling  personal  property  at  wholesale  to 
dealers  in  such  articles. 
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(3)  The  sale  of  fruits  and  vegetables  raised  on  the 
property  where  being  sold. 

(4)  Persons  soliciting,  collecting  or  operating  a  sale  on 
behalf  of  any  local  bona  fide  charitable,  religious, 
patriotic  or  other  organization  of  worthy  cause  deemed  to 
be  in  the  public  interest  and  which  organization  is 
represented  locally  by  a  town  resident. 

(5)  Any  person  selling  personal  property  at  a  garage  sale 
held  at  his  residence. 

(6)  The  sale  of  newspapers. 


5.     Permitted  activities. 

A.  The  following  activities  shall  be  the  only  activities 
which  can  be  licensed  pursuant  to  this  Article: 

(1)  The  sale  of  Ice  cream,  milk  and  other  dairy  products. 

(2)  The  sale  of  hot  dogs,   soda  and  other  items 
customarily  found  on  hot  dog  vending  trucks. 

(3)  The  operation  of  coffee  trucks  and  the  sale  of  goods 
ordinarily  associated  therewith. 

B.  All  other  businesses  herein  above  defined  as  transient 
retail  businesses  shall  be  illegal  in  the  Town  of  Palmer. 


6.     Application  for  license. 

Any  person  desiring  a  license  under  this  Article  shall 
first   register  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of 
Palmer  and  shall  file  with  said  Board  of  Selectmen  an 
application,   in  writing,  containing  the  following 
information : 

A.  The  name  of  the  applicant. 

B.  The  applicant's  permanent  home  residence. 

C.  The  name,  address  and  telephone  number  of  the  person 
from  whom  goods  making  up  the  stock,  if  any,  were  or  are 
to  be  purchased. 

D.  Three   (3)   bona  fide  business  references. 

E.  The  place  or  places  of  residence  of  the  applicant  for 
the  next  preceding  three  (3)  years. 
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F.  A  description  of  the  goods,   wares  or  merchandise  to  be 
sold  and  offered  for  sale  and/or  the  purpose  of  his 
proposed  canvassing  or  solicitation. 

G.  The  length  of  time  for  which  the  license  is  required 
and  registration  is  to  be  effective. 

H.  An  authorization  certification  for  the  Massachusetts 
Sales  Tax  Bureau. 

7.     Investigation  of  applicant. 

Each  application  shall  be  referred  to  the  Police 
Department  which  shall,  without  delay,   institute  such 
investigation  of  the  applicant's  business  and  moral 
character  as  it  deems  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the 
public  good  and  complete  the  same  within  a  reasonable 
time.     No  license  shall  be  issued  until  the  application 
shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Police  Department.  The 
approval  or  rejection  shall  be  endorsed  on  the  application 
by  the  Chief  of  Police  or  officer  in  charge. 


8.     Issuance  of  license,    records,  possession. 

A.  The  license  shall  be  issued  on  forms  drawn  in 
accordance  with  this  Article.     They  shall  be  consecutively 
numbered  and  shall  contain  spaces  for  the  insertion  of  the 
name,   location  of  the  business  and  amount  of  fee  paid. 

B.  There  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  the  necessary  books  for  recording  the  time  the 
application  was  received,   showing  whether  it  is  an 
application  for  a  new  or  renewal  license,   the  name  of  the 
licensee,  the  date  of  approval  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
the  amount  of  fee  received  therefore  and  the  date  when  the 
license  was  issued. 

C.  Every  person  holding  a  license  under  this  Article 
shall  be  required  to  have  in  his  possession  the  license  at 
all  times  while  actually  engaged  in  peddling. 


9.  Fees;  expiration  of  license. 

A.  The  nonrefundable  fee  for  each  license  application 
pursuant  to  this  Article  shall  be  two  hundred  dollars 
($200)  per  year  or  fifty  dollars   ($50)  per  day  or  fraction 
thereof . 

B.  Licenses  shall  be  issued  on  an  annual  basis  and  shall 
expire  on  December  31  of  the  year  of  issuance. 

10.  Restrictions. 
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A  hawker,  peddler  or  solicitor  shall: 

A.  Not  engage  in  such  business  at  any  time  between  the 
hours  of  8:00  p.m.   and  9:00  a.m. 

B.  Not  willfully  misstate  the  quantity  or  quality  of  any 
article  offered  for  sale. 

C.  Not  offer  for  sale  any  unwholesome,  tainted, 
deleterious  or  diseased  provisions  or  merchandise. 

D.  Keep  the  vehicles  and   receptacles  used  by  him  in  a 
clean  and  sanitary  condition  and  the  foodstuffs  and 
edibles  offered  for  sale  well  covered  and  protected  from 
dirt,   dust  and  insects. 

E.  Not  call  attention  to  his  goods  by  blowing  a  horn,  by 
ringing  a  bell  other  than  a  house  doorbell,   by  shouting  or 
crying  out  or  by  any  loud  or  unusual  noise. 

F.  Not  stand  or  permit  the  vehicles  used  by  him  to  stand 
in  one   (1)  place  in  any  public  place  or  street  for  more 
than  ten  (10)  minutes  or  in  front  of  any  premises  for  any 
time  if  the  owner  or  any  lessee  of  the  premises  objects. 

G.  Not  create  or  maintain  any  booth  or  stand  or  place  any 
barrels,   boxes,   crates  or  other  obstructions  upon  any 
street  or  public  place  for  the  purpose  of  selling  or 
exposing  for  sale  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise. 

H.  Not  engage  in  such  business  within  five  hundred  (500) 
feet  of  any  school  between  the  hour  of  7:00  a.m.  and  4:00 
p.m.   on  school  days. 


11.  Revocation  of  license;  hearing. 

A  license  may  be  revoked  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  the 
Chief  of  Police  by  reason  of  violation  of  the  terms  of  the 
license,   the  violation  of  any  town  ordinance  or  state  or 
federal  statute  or  falsification  or  fraud  in  applying  for 
the  license.     The  licensed  person  may,   upon  making 
application  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,    in  writing,  request 
a  hearing  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  upon  the  revocation  or 
suspension  of  the  aforesaid  license. 

12.  Penalties  for  offenses. 

Any  person  required  by  this  Article  to  procure  a  license 
who  violates  its  terms  or  who  violates  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Article  shall,   upon  conviction  thereof, 
forfeit  and  pay  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  ($500) 
or  more  than  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  (2,500)  for 
the  first  offense  and  no  less  than  one  thousand  dollars 
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($1,000)  or  more  than  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  for 
the  second  or  any  subsequent  offense. 


ARTICLE  II 
Canvassing  for  Religious  Purposes 

The  provisions  of  Article  I  of  this  chapter  shall  not 
apply  to  persons  who  distribute  religious  literature  or 
who  solicit  contributions  for  such  purposes  with  the  Town 
of  Palmer. 

In  the  event  any  section  of  this  By-Law  is  determined 
invalid,    it  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  remaining 
sections  which  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect.

b.  To  operate,   maintain  and  manage  the 
property  under  its  care,  custody  and  control 
and  to  sell  forest  or  agricultural  products 
derived  from  said  property  to  the  extent 
described  in  the  comprehensive  management 
plan  and  consistent  with  its  mandates 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  8C  of 
Chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws;  and 

c.  To  enter  into  contracts  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  set  forth  in  this  Act. 

The  contracts  authorized  hereunder  shall  not 
be  subject  to,  and  shall  be  exempt  from,  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  30B  of  the  General 
Laws . 

II.  The  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to 
establish  and  promulgate  standards  of  operation  and 
performance  criteria  for  all  work  done  in  connection  with 
any  property  under  its  care,  custody  and  control.  Such 
standards  and  performance  criteria  may  include  but  are  not 
limited  to  restrictions  of  the  nature  and  kind  of  work 
performed,  the  manner  and  method  pursuant  to  which  such 
work  is  performed,    restrictions  on  performance  of  work 
according  to  season  or  other  conditions,  methods  of  stream 
crossings,    repair  of  stone  walls,   the  use  of  oil  or  other 
toxic  or  harmful  material  on  its  property  or  in  connection 
therewith,   imposition  of  hold  harmless  requirements  on 
persons  or  entities  with  whom  it  contracts.  The 
Commission     may  also  require  any  person  performing  labor 
or  services  to  maintain  liability  insurance  and 
performance  bonds.     Any  standards  adopted  by  the  said 
Commission  may  be  incorporated  into  any  of  its  contracts. 

III.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Sections 
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53  and   53A  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,   any  income 
received  from  leasing  or  from  the  sale  of  forest  or 
agricultural  products  by  the  Commission  shall  be  deposited 
by  the  Commission  in  a  special  fund  in  the  office  of  the 
Town  Treasurer  as  custodian.     Said  Treasurer  may  invest 
and  deposit  the  funds  so  held  in  the  same  manner  and  with 
the  same  limitations  as  described  in  Section  8C  of  Chapter 
40  of  the  General  Laws,  and  any  income  derived  therefrom 
shall  be  credited  to  the  fund.     The  funds  so  deposited 
into  this  special  account  shall  be  available  to  the 
Commission  without  further  appropriation  to  maintain  and 
improve  land  and  property  under  its  control,   to  purchase 
and  acquire  real  property  or  real  property  interests 
including  restrictions  affecting  land  use,  and  for  any 
other  purpose  which  the  Commission  may  otherwise  expend 
funds  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  8C  of  Chapter 
40  of  the  General  Laws  or  any  other  special  or  general 
law.     Such  purposes  may  include  but  are  not  limited  to: 


a.         Land  surveys,   recording  fees  and  costs, 

plant  and  wildlife  surveys,  marking  of  trees 
or  areas  for  cutting,  management  surveys, 
mapping ; 
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b.         Improvements  to  its  property,  including 
trail  establishment  or  improvements, 
parking,   road  improvements  for  roads  on  its 
real  property,   trash,   rubbish  and  garbage 
pickup,   improvements  to  the  environmental 
quality  of  its  property,  protection  and 
development  of  wildlife  and  plant  habitats, 
protection  and  development  of  soils,  and 
restoration  of  historic  sites;  and 


c.         For  the  purpose  of  purchasing  legal  or  other 

professional  or  consulting  services  which  it 

deems  useful  to  achieve  or  further  the 

purposes  of  the  Commission. 

IV.  The  Commission  may  receive  and  accept  gifts  of 
funds  from  any  source,  and  appropriations  from  the  Town  of 
Palmer  for  deposit  into  the  special  fund  described  herein. 

V.  The  Town  Accountant  shall  annually  audit  the 
special  fund  and  shall  submit  a  copy  of  the  audit  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

VI.  This  Act  is  intended  to  expand  and  not  to  limit 
the  powers  and  authority  of  the  Palmer  Conservation 
Commission  and  shall  not  be  construed  to  limit  or  deny  the 
Commission  any  rights,  power  or  authority  otherwise 
granted  by  any  special  or  general  law  or  by-law. 
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VII.         This  Act  shall  take  affect  upon  its  passage.

A .   Purpose  of  District 


To  promote  the  health,   safety  and  welfare  of  the 
community  by  protecting  and  preserving  the  surface 
and  groundwater  resources  of  the  Town  and  the 
region  from  any  use  of  land  or  buildings  which 
may  reduce  the  quality  and  quantity  of  its  water 
resou  rces . 

B  Scope  of  Authority 

The  Water  Supply  Protection  District   is  an  overlay 
OCTOBER   26,    1992   -  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 

district  and  shall  be  superimposed  on  the  other 
district  established  by  this  bylaw.  All 
regulations  of  the  Town  of  Palmer  Zoning  By-Law 
appliable  to  such  underlying  districts  shall 
remain  in  effect,  except  that  where  the  Water 
Supply  Protection  District  imposes  additional 
regulations,    such  regulations  shall  prevail. 

C .  District  Delineation 

1.  The  Water  Supply  Protection  District  is  herein 
established  to  include  all  lands  within  the  Town 
of  Palmer,   lying  within  the  primary  and  secondary 
recharge  areas  of  groundwater  acquifers  and 
watershed  areas  of   reservoirs  which  now  or  may  in 
the  future  provide  public  water  supply.     The  map 
entitled  "Acquifer  Protection  District",  Town  of 
Palmer,   on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk,  delineates 
the  boundaries  of  the  district. 

2.  Where  the  bounds  delineated  are  in  doubt  or  in 
dispute,   the  burden  of  proof  shall  be  upon  the 
owner(s)   of  the  land  in  question  to  show  where 
they  should  properly  be  located.     At  the  request 
of  the  owner(s)   the  Town  may  engage  a  professional 
hyd rogeologist  to  determine  more  accurately  the 
location  and  extent  of  an  aquifer  or  primary 
recharge  area,   and  may  charge  the  owner(s)   for  all 
or  part  of  the  cost  of  the  investigation. 

D .  Definitions 

Groundwat e  r :     All  water  found  beneath  the  surface 
of  the  ground. 

Wate rshed :     Lands  lying  adjacent  to  water  courses 
and  surface  water  bodies  which  crate  the  catchment 
or  drainage  areas  of  such  water 

Impervious  Surfaces:     Materials  or  structures  on 
or  above  the  ground  that  do  not  allow 
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precipitation  to  infiltrate  the  underlying  soil. 

Leachable  Wastes:     Waste  materials  including  solid 
wastes,   sludge  and  pesticide  and  fertilizer  wastes 
capable  of   releasing  water-borne  contaminants  to 
the  environment. 

Trucking  Terminal:     Business  which  services  or 
repairs  commercial  trucks  which  are  not  owned  by 
the  business. 

Hazardous  Waste:     A  waste  which  is  hazardous  to 
human  health  or  the  environment.     Hazardous  wastes 
have  been  designated  by  the  U.S.  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  under  40  CFR  250  and  the 
Regulations  of  Massachusetts  Hazardous  Waste 
Management  Act,   Massachusetts  General  Laws, 
Chapter  21C. 

Aquifer:  Geologic  formation  composed  of  rock  or 
and  and  gravel  that  contains  significant  amounts 
of  potentially  recoverable  potable  water. 

Primary  Aquifer  Recharge  Area:     Areas  which  are 
underlain  by  surficial  geologic  deposits  including 
glaciof luvial  or  lacustrine  stratified  drift 
deposits  or  alluvium  or  swamp  deposits,   and  in 
which  the  prevailing  direction  of  groundwater  flow 
is  toward  the  area  of  influence  of  water  supply 
wel Is . 

Hazardous  Material:     Material  including  but  not 
limited  to  any  materials,    in  whatever  form,  which, 
because  of   its  quantity,   concentration,  chemical, 
corrosive,   flammable,    reactive,  toxic,  infectious 
or  radioactive  characteristics,   either  separately 
or  in  combination  with  any  substances,  constitutes 
a  present  or  potential  threat  to  human  health~ 
safety,   welfare,   or  to  the  environment,  when 
improperly  stored,  treated,   transported,  disposed 
of,   used,   or  otherwise  managed.     The  term  shall 
not  include  oil. 

Secondary  Aquifer  Recharge  Area:     Areas  which  are 
underlain  by  surficial  geologic  deposits  including 
till  or  bedrock,   and  in  which  the  prevailing 
direction  of  surface  waterflow  is  toward  public 
water  supply  wells  or  potential  sites  for  such 
wel Is . 

E.  Permitted  Uses 

The  following  uses  are  permitted  within  the  Water 
Supply  Protection  District,   provided  that  they 
comply  all  applicable  restrictions  in  this  bylaw. 
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including  but  not   limited  to  Section  171.43-G: 


1 .  Single  family  residences: 

2 .  Residential  accessory  uses^  including 
garagesy   driveways^   private  roads,  utility 
rights  of  way,   and  on-site  wastewater 
disposal systems ; 

3 .  Agricultural  uses  such  as  farming,  grazing 
and  horticulture; 

4 .  Forestry  and  nursery  uses; 

5 .  Outdoor  recreational  uses,  including 
fishing,   boating,   and  play  areas; 

6 .  Conservation  of  Water,   plants,  and  wildlife; 
wildlife  management  areas; 

7 .  Excavation  for  earth  removal,  provided  that 
the  requirements  of  Section  171.43-G-l  are 
met,   and  an  earth  removal  permit  is  granted 
by  the  Planning  Board.

9 .         Structures  for  educational  or  religious 
pu  rposes . 

Prohibited  Uses 

The  following  uses  are  prohibited  within  the  Water

metal  plating,  chemical  manufacturing,  wood 
preserving,   furniture  stripping, 
drycleaning,   and  auto  body  repair,  which 
generate  use,   treat,   process,   store,  or 
dispose  of  hazardous  wastes,   except  for  the 
following :

Dumping  or  disposal  on  the  ground,   in  water 
bodies,   or  in  residential  septic  systems  of  any 
toxic  chemical,   including  but  not  limited  to 
septic  system  cleaners  which  contain  toxic

wastes.      (see  list  of  prohibited  chemicals  at 
Board  of  Health  or  Town  Clerk's  Office). 

9 .  Stockpiling  and  disposal  of  snow  or  ice  removed 
from  highways  and  streets  located  outside  of  the 
Water  Supply  Protection  District  that  contains 
sodium  chloride,  calcium  chloride,  chemically 
treated  abrasives  or  other  chemicals  used  for  snow 
and  ice  removal;

G  Restricted  uses 

The  following  are  restricted  in  the  Water  Supply 
Protection  District: 

1.         Excavation  for  removal  of  earth,   loam,  sand, 
gravel  and  other  soils  or  mineral  substances 
shall  not  extend  closer  than  five   (5)  feet 
above  the  historical  high  groundwater  table 
(as  determined  from  on-site  monitoring  wells 
and  historical  water  table  fluctuation  data 
compiled  by  the  United  States  Geological 
survey,  whichever  is  higher).  Monitoring 
wells  shall  be  installed  by  the  property 
owner  in  advance  of  excavation  to  verify 
groundwater  elevations.     This  section  shall 
not  apply  to  excavations  incidental  to 
permitted  uses,   including  but  not  limited  to 
providing  for  the  installation  or 
maintenance  of  structural  foundations, 
freshwater  ponds,   utility  conduits  or 
on-site  sewage  disposal  or  to  excavation 
sites  less  than   5  acres  in  size.     On  sites 
greater  than  5  acres,   in  order  to  verify  the 
changes  in  elevation  and  direction  of  flow 
through  t r iangulat ion ,    three  monitoring 
wells  shall  be  installed.     The  Planning 
Board  shall  have  the  option  to  require 
additional  monitoring  wells,  as  appropriate 
to  the  site.     The  number  and  location  o~ 
monitoring  wells  shall  be  based  upon  th"e~ 
slope  of  the  terrain  and  the     size  of  the 
parcel  to  be  developed. 
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(a)  Access  road(s)   to  extractive 
operation  sites  shall  include  a  gate 
or  other  secure  mechanism  to  restrict 
public  access  to  the  site. 

( b )  Upon  completion  of  earth  removal 
operations^   all  altered  areas  shall 
be  restored  with  topsoil  and 
negetative  plantings  suitable  to 
control  erosion  on  the  site. 


2.  Sodium  chloride  for  ice  control  shall  be 
used  at  the  minimum  salt  to  sand  ratio  w h i c h 
is  consistent  with  the  public  highway  safety 
requirements,   and  its  use  shall  be 
eliminated  on  roads  which  may  be  closed  to 
the  public  in  winter. 

3 .  The  storage  of  sodium  chloride,  calcium 
chloride,   chemically  treated  abrasives  or 
other  chemicals  used  for  the  removal  of  ice 
and  snow  on  roads  shall  be  covered  and 
located  on  a  paved  surface,  with  berms, 
within  a  structure  designed  to  prevent  the 
generation  and  escape  of  contaminated 
run-off  or  leachate. 


4.  Fertilizers,  pesticides,   herbicides,  lawn 
care  chemicals,   or  other  leachable  materials 
shall  be  used  in  accordance  with  the  Lawn 
Care  Regulations  of  the  Massachusetts 
pesticide  Board,   333   ( CMR  10.03   (30,31),  as 
amended,  with  manufacturer's  label 
instructions  and  all  other  necessary 
precautions  to  minimize  adverse  impacts  on 
surface  and  groundwater. 

5 .  Installation  of  on-site  sewage  disposal 
systems  shall  not  be  installed  in  areas 
where  soil  percolation  rates  are  faster  than 
two  minutes  per  inch  without  additional 
measures  imposed  by  the  Board  of  Health. 
(See  Board  of  Health  Regulations) 

6 .  The  storage  of  commercial  fertilizers  and 
soil  conditioners  shall  be  within  structures 
designed  to  prevent  the  generation  and 
escape  of  contaminated  run-off  or  leachate. 

7 .  To  the  extent  feasible,   all  new  permanent 
animal  manure  storage  areas  shall  be  covered 
and/or  contained  to  prevent  the  generation 
and  escape  of  contaminated  run-off  or 
leachate. 
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8 .         All   liquid  hazardous  materials^   as  defined 

in  M.G.L.   Chapter   21E,   must  be  stored  either 
in  a  free  standing  container  within  a 
building^   or   in  a  free  standing  container 
above  ground  level  with  protection  to 
contain  a  spill  the  size  of  the  container's 
total  storage  capacity. 

H .  Drainage 

To  the  extent  feasible^   all   run-off  from 
impervious  surfaces  shall  be   recharged  on 
the  site  by  being  diverted  toward  areas 
covered  with  vegetation  for  surface 
infiltration.     Such  run-off  shall  not  be 
discharged  directly  to  rivers,   streams  or 
other  surface  water  bodies.     Dry  wells  shall 
be  used  only  where  other  methods  are 
infeasible,   and  shall  be  preceded  by  oil, 
grease  and  sediment  traps  to  facilitate 
removal  of  contamination.     All  detention 
basins  and  similar  drainage  structures  shall 
be  permanently  maintained  in  full  working 
order  by  the  owner(s). 

I .  Area  Regulations 

Within  the  primary  aquifer  recharge  area  the 
minimum  allowable  lot  size  shall  be  40,000 
square  feet  in  areas  not  served  by  municipal 
sewerage  systems. 

J .         Special  Permit  Uses 

1.  Uses  Allowed  by  Special  Permit. 

Permitted  uses  are  specified  in 
Section  171.43-E 

In  addition,   the  following  uses  may 
be  allowed  by  Special  Permit  obtained 
from  the  Planning  Board: 

(a)  Commercial,  industrial, 
governmental  or  educational  uses 
which  are  allowed  in  the  underlying 
district,  and  which  are  not 
prohibited  in  Section  1 71 . 4  3-F ; 

( b )  Any  enlargement,  intensification 
or  alteration  of  an  existing 
commercial  or  industrial  use; 

( c )  The  rendering  impervious  of  more 
than  15%,   or   2,500  square  feet  of  any 
lot,  provided  that  a  system  for 
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artifical   recharge  of  precipitation 
to  groundwater  is  developed^  which 
shall  not  result  in  degradation  of 
groundwater   (see  Section  171.43-H. 

Requirements  for  Special  Permit  in  the  Water 
Supply  protection  District 

The  applicant  shall  file  six   (6)  copies  of  a 
site  plan  prepared  by  a  qualified 
professional  with  the  Special  Permit 
Granting  Authority.     The  site  plan  shall  at 
a  minimum  including  the  following 
information  where  pertinent. 

(a)  A  complete  list  of  chemicals, 
pesticides,   fuels  and  other 
potentially  hazardous  materials  to  be 
used  or  stored  on  the  premises  in 
quantities  greater  than  those 
associated  with  normal  household  use. 

(b)  Those  businesses  using  or  storing 
such  hazardous  materials  shall  file  a 
hazardous  materials  management  plan 
with  the  Planning  Board,  Hazardous 
Materials  Coordinator,   Fire  Chief, 
and  Board  of  Health  which  shall 
include : 

(1)  Provisions  to  protect  against  the 
discharge  of  hazardous  materials  or 
wastes  to  the  environment  due  to 
spillage,  accidental  damage, 
corrosion,   leakage  or  vandalism, 
including  spill  containment  and 
clean-up  procedures. 

(2)  Provisions  for  indoor,  secured 
storage  of  hazardous  materials  and 
wastes  with  impervious  floor  surfaces. 

(3)  Evidence  of  compliance  with  the 
Regulations  of  the  Massachusetts 
Hazardous  Waste  Management  Act  310 
CMR  30,    including  obtaining  an  EPA 
identification  number  from  the  Mass. 
Department  of  Environmental 
Protection. 

The  Board  of  Health  shall  be  charged 
with  the  enforcement  of  this  Section 
171. 43-2-(b) . 

(c)  Drainage  recharge  features  and 
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provisions  to  prevent  loss  of 
recha  rge . 

(d)  Provisions  to  control  soil  erosion 
and  sedimentation,   soil  compaction, 
and  to  prevent  seepage  from  sewer 
pipes . 

(e)  Evidence  of  compliance  with  the 
Regulations  of  the  Massachusetts 
Hazardous  Waste  Management  Act  310 
CMR  30. 

3.         Additional  Procedures  for  Special  Permit  in 
the  Water  Supply  Protection  District: 

( a )  The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority 
shall  follow  all  special  permit 
procedures  contained  in  Section  171.8 
of  this  Bylaw.     In  addition  to 
Planning  Board  shall  refer  copies  of 
the  application  to  the  Board  of 
Health,  Conservation  Commission,  Town 
Engineer,   and  Water  Commissioners  of 
the  appropriate  district  which  shall 
review  the  application,  and  following 
a  vote  of  the  Board/Department,  shall 
submit  their  recommendations  and 
comments  to  the  Planning  Board.  Town 
agencies  which  desire  to  make 
recommendations  shall  do  so  at  the 
public  hearing  of  the  S.P.G.A. 
(Special  Permit  Granting  Authority). 

(b)  After  notice  and  public  hearing,  and 
after  due  consideration  of  the 
reports  and  recommendations  of  the 
Boa rds /Departments,  the  planning 
Board  may  grant  such  a  Special  Permit 
provided  that  it  finds  that  the 
proposed  use: 


(1)  will  not,  during  construction  or 
thereafter,  have  an  adverse 
environmental  impact  on  groundwater 
resources  in  the  district; 

(2)  will  not  adversely  affect  the 
existing  or  potential  quality  and 
quantity  of  water  in  the  Water  Supply 
Protection  District; 

(3)  is  appropriate  to  the  natural 
topography,  soils  and  other 
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characteristics  of  the  site  to  be 
developed ; 

(4)   has  adequate  public  sewerage  and 
water  facilities. 

K .  Nonconforming  Uses  in  the  Water  Supply  District 

Nonconforming  uses  which  were  lawfully 
existing,   begun  or  in  receipt  of  a  building 
or  special  permit  prior  to  the  first 
publication  of  notice  of  public  hearing  for 
this  bylaw  may  be  continued.  Such 
nonconforming  uses  may  be  extended  or 
altered,  provided  that  the  applicant 
receives  a  Special  Permit  from  the  Planning 
Board  which  shall  determine  if  the  proposed 
change  would  increase  the  danger  of 
groundwater  pollution  and  thus  be 
"substantially  more  detrimental  to  the 
neighborhood"  as  specified  in  M.G.L., 
Chapter  40a,   Section  6. 

Applicants  shall  follow  procedures  specified 
in  Section  171.43-J  of  this  bylaw.

ARTICE  13.     VOTED:     To  transfer  the  sum  of  $2,500.00  from 
the  Flow-Meter  Equipment  Account  to  the  Waste  Water 
Treatment  Plant  Other  Expenses  Account. 

ARTICLE  14.     VOTED:   As  amended.     That  the  Town  petition 
the  General  Court  to  enact  a  special  act  authorizing  the 
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Town  of  Palmer  Conservation  Commission  to  sell  forest  and 
agricultural  products  the  complete  text  of  which  is  as 
follows : 

AN  ACT  AUTHORIZING  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
OF   THE  TOWN  OF  PALMER 
TO  SELL   FOREST  AND  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS 


BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representative  in  General  Court  assembled,   and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same  as  follows: 

I.  The  Conservation  Commission  of  the  Town  of 
Palmer  is  hereby  authorized: 

a.  To  establish  a  comprehensive  management 
plan  for  all  of  the  real  and  personal 
property  under  its  care,  custody  and 
control.     This  management  plan  shall  be  in 
writing  and  may  from  time  to  time  be 
amended.     The  plan  shall  describe  the  manner 
in  which  real  and  personal  property  under 
the  Commission's  care,  custody  and  control 
may  be  used,  developed,   leased,  restricted 
or  made  or  maintained  available  for 
recreational  and  conservation  use; 

b.  To  operate,  maintain  and  manage  the 
property  under  its  care,  custody  and  control 
and  to  sell  forest  or  agricultural  products 
derived  from  said  property  to  the  extent 
described  in  the  comprehensive  management 
plan  and  consistent  with  its  mandates 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  8C  of 
Chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws;  and 

c.  To  enter  into  contracts  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  set  forth  in  this  Act. 

The  contracts  authorized  hereunder  shall  not 
be  subject  to,   and  shall  be  exempt  from,  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  30B  of  the  General 
Laws . 

II.  The  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to 
establish  and  promulgate  standards  of  operation  and 
performance  criteria  for  all  work  done  in  connection  with 
any  property  under  its  care,  custody  and  control.  Such 
standards  and  performance  criteria  may  include  but  are  not 
limited  to  restrictions  of  the  nature  and  kind  of  work 
performed,   the  manner  and  method  pursuant  to  which  such 
work  is  performed,    restrictions  on  performance  of  work 
according  to  season  or  other  conditions,   methods  of  stream 
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crossings,    repair  of  stone  walls,   the  use  of  oil  or  other 
toxic  or  harmful  material  on  its  property  or  in  connection 
therewith,   imposition  of  hold  harmless  requirements  on 
persons  or  entities  with  whom  it  contracts.  The 
Commission     may  also  require  any  person  performing  labor 
or  services  to  maintain  liability  insurance  and 
performance  bonds.     Any  standards  adopted  by  the  said 
Commission  may  be  incorporated  into  any  of  its  contracts. 

III.     Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Sections 
53  and  53A  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,   any  income 
received  from  leasing  or  from  the  sale  of  forest  or 
agricultural  products  by  the  Commission  shall  be  deposited 
by  the  Commission  in  a  special  fund  in  the  office  of  the 
Town  Treasurer  as  custodian.     Said  Treasurer  may  invest 
and  deposit  the  funds  so  held  in  the  same  manner  and  with 
the  same  limitations  as  described  in  Section  8C  of  Chapter 
40  of  the  General  Laws,   and  any  income  derived  therefrom 
shall  be  credited  to  the  fund.     The  funds  so  deposited 
into  this  special  account  shall  be  available  to  the 
Commission  without  further  appropriation  to  maintain  and 
improve  land  and  property  under  its  control,   to  purchase 
and  acquire  real  property  or   real  property  interests 
including  restrictions  affecting  land  use,   and  for  any 
other  purpose  which  the  Commission  may  otherwise  expend 
funds  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  8C  of  Chapter 
40  of  the  General  Laws  or  any  other  special  or  general 
law.     Such  purposes  may  include  but  are  not  limited  to: 


a.         Land  surveys,    recording  fees  and  costs, 

plant  and  wildlife  surveys,   marking  of  trees 
or  areas  for  cutting,   management  surveys, 
mappi  ng ; 


b.  Improvements  to  its  property,  including 
trail  establishment  or  improvements, 
parking,    road  improvements  for  roads  on  its 
real  property,   trash,    rubbish  and  garbage 
pickup,   improvements  to  the  environmental 
quality  of  its  property,  protection  and 
development  of  wildlife  and  plant  habitats, 
protection  and  development  of  soils,  and 
restoration  of  historic  sites;  and 

c.  For  the  purpose  of  purchasing  legal  or  other 
professional  or  consulting  services  which  it 
deems  useful  to  achieve  or  further  the 
purposes  of  the  Commission. 


IV.  The  Commission  may  receive  and  accept  gifts  of 

funds  from  any  source,  and  appropriations  from  the  Town  of 
Palmer  for  deposit  into  the  special  fund  described  herein. 
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V.  The  Town  Accoantant  shall  annually  audit  the 
special  fund  and  shall  submit  a  copy  of  the  audit  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.     The  audit  shall  be  printed  in  the 
Town  of  Palmer  Annual  Report. 

VI.  This  Act  is  intended  to  expand  and  not  to  limit 
the  powers  and  authority  of  the  Palmer  Conservation 
Commission  and  shall  not  be  construed  to  limit  or  deny  the 
Commission  any  rights,  power  or  authority  otherwise 
granted  by  any  special  or  general  law  or  by-law. 

VII.  This  Act  shall  take  affect  upon  its  passage.

Delete  Section  171,43  and  insert  the  following: 

171.43  WATER  SUPPLY  PROTECTION  DISTRICT 
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Purpose  of  District 


To  promote  the  health,   safety  and  welfare  of  the 
community  by  protecting  and  preserving  the  surface 
and  groundwater  resources  of  the  Town  and  the 
region  from  any  use  of  land  or  buildings  which 
may  reduce  the  quality  and  quantity  of  its  water 
resou  rces . 

Scope  of  Authority 

The  Water  Supply  Protection  District  is  an  overlay 
district  and  shall  be  superimposed  on  the  other 
district  established  by  this  bylaw.  All 
regulations  of  the  Town  of  Palmer  Zoning  By-Law 
appliable  to  such  underlying  districts  shall 
remain  in  effect,   except  that  where  the  Water 
Supply  Protection  District  imposes  additional 
regulations,   such  regulations  shall  prevail. 

.  District  Delineation 

1.  The  Water  Supply  Protection  District  is  herein 
established  to  include  all  lands  within  the  Town 
of  Palmer,   lying  within  the  primary  and  secondary 
recharge  areas  of  groundwater  acquifers  and 
watershed  areas  of   reservoirs  which  now  or  may  in 
the  future  provide  public  water  supply.     The  map 
entitled  "Acquifer  Protection  District",  Town  of 
Palmer,   on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk,  delineates 
the  boundaries  of  the  district. 

2.  Where  the  bounds  delineated  are  in  doubt  or  in 
dispute,   the  burden  of  proof  shall  be  upon  the 
owner(s)   of  the  land  in  question  to  show  where 
they  should  properly  be  located.     At  the  request 
of  the  owner(s)   the  Town  may  engage  a  professional 
hydrogeologist  to  determine  more  accurately  the 
location  and  extent  of  an  aquifer  or  primary 
recharge  area,   and  may  charge  the  owner(s)   for  all 
or  part  of  the  cost  of  the  investigation. 

Def  init ions 

Groundwater :     All  water  found  beneath  the  surface 
of  the  ground. 

Watershed :     Lands  lying  adjacent  to  water  courses 
and  surface  water  bodies  which  crate  the  catchment 
or  drainage  areas  of  such  water 

Impervious  Surfaces:     Materials  or  structures  on 
or  above  the  ground  that  do  not  allow 
precipitation  to  infiltrate  the  underlying  soil. 
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Leachable  Wastes:     Waste  materials  including  solid 
wasteS;   sludge  and  pesticide  and  fertilizer  wastes 
capable  of   releasing  water-borne  contaminants  to 
the  environment. 

Trucking  Terminal:     Business  which  services  or 
repairs  commercial  trucks  which  are  not  owned  by 
the  business. 

Hazardous  Waste:     A  waste  which  is  hazardous  to 
human  health  or  the  environment.     Hazardous  wastes 
have  been  designated  by  the  U.S.  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  under   40  CFR  250  and  the 
Regulations  of  Massachusetts  Hazardous  Waste 
Management  Act^   Massachusetts  General  Laws^ 
Chapter  21C. 

Aquifer:  Geologic  formation  composed  of  rock  or 
and  and  gravel  that  contains  significant  amounts 
of  potentially  recoverable  potable  water. 

Primary  Aquifer  Recharge  Area:     Areas  which  are 
underlain  by  surficial  geologic  deposits  including 
glaci of lu vial  or  lacustrine  stratified  drift 
deposits  or  alluvium  or  swamp  deposits^   and  in 
which  the  prevailing  direction  of  groundwater  flow 
is  toward  the  area  of  influence  of  water  supply 
wells .

G  Restricted  uses 

The  following  are  restricted  in  the  Water  Supply 
Protection  District: 

1.         Excavation  for  removal  of  earth,    loam,  sand, 
gravel  and  other  soils  or  mineral  substances 
shall  not  extend  closer  than  five  (5)  feet 
above  the  historical  high  groundwater  table 
(as  determined  from  on-site  monitoring  wells 
and  historical  water  table  fluctuation  data 
compiled  by  the  United  States  Geological 
survey,  whichever  is  higher).  Monitoring 
wells  shall  be  installed  by  the  property 
owner  in  advance  of  excavation  to  verify 
groundwater  elevations.     This  section  shall 
not  apply  to  excavations  incidental  to 
permitted  uses,   including  but  not  limited  to 
providing  for  the  installation  or 
maintenance  of  structural  foundations, 
freshwater  ponds,   utility  conduits  or 
on-site  sewage  disposal  or  to  excavation 
sites  less  than  5  acres  in  size.

located  on  a  paved  surface,  with  berms. 

within  a  structure  designed  to  prevent 

the 

generation  and  escape  of  contaminated 

run-off  or  leachate. 

Fertilizers,  pesticides,   herbicides,  lawn 
care  chemicals,  or  other  leachable  materials 
shall  be  used  in  accordance  with  the  Lawn 
Care  Regulations  of  the  Massachusetts 
pesticide  Board,    333   (CMR  10.03   (30,31),  as 
amended,  with  manufacturer's  label 
instructions  and  all  other  necessary 
precautions  to  minimize  adverse  impacts  on 
surface  and  groundwater. 

Installation  of  on-site  sewage  disposal 
systems  shall  not  be  installed  in  areas 
where  soil  percolation  rates  are  faster  than 
two  minutes  per   inch  without  additional 
measures  imposed  by  the  Board  of  HealthT 
(See  Board  of  Health  Regulations) 

The  storage  of  commercial  fertilizers  and 
soil  conditioners  shall  be  within  structures 
designed  to  prevent  the  generation  and 
escape  of  contaminated  run-off  or  leachate. 

To  the  extent  feasible,  all  new  permanent 
animal  manure  storage  areas  shall  be  cov"e7ed 
and/or  contained  to  prevent  the  generation 
and  escape  of  contaminated  run-off  or 
leachate . 
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8 .         All  liquid  hazardous  materials^   as  defined 

in  M.G.L.  Chapter   21E,   must  be  stored  either 
in  a  free  standing  container  within  a 
building,  or  in  a  free  standing  container 
above  ground  level  with  protection  to 
contain  a  spill  the  size  of  the  container's 
total  storage  capacity. 

H .  Drainage 

To  the  extent  feasible,   all  run-off  from 
impervious  surfaces  shall  be  recharged  on 
the  site  by  being  diverted  toward  areas 
covered  with  vegetation  for  surface 
infiltration.     Such  run-off  shall  not  be 
discharged  directly  to  rivers,   streams  or 
other  surface  water  bodies.     Dry  wells  shall 
be  used  only  where  other  methods  are 
infeasible,   and  shall  be  preceded  by  oil, 
grease  and  sediment  traps  to  facilitate 
removal  of  contamination.     All  detention 
basins  and  similar  drainage  structures  shall 
be  permanently  maintained  in  full  working 
order  by  the  owner(s). 

I .  Area  Regulations 

Within  the  primary  aquifer  recharge  area  the 
minimum  allowable  lot  size  shall  be  40,000 
square  feet  in  areas  not  served  by  municipal 
sewerage  systems. 

J .         Special  Permit  Uses 

1.  Uses  Allowed  by  Special  Permit. 

Permitted  uses  are  specified  in 

Section  171.43-E 

In  addition,   the  following  uses  may 
be  allowed  by  Special  Permit  obtained 
from  the  Planning  Board: 

(a)  Commercial,  industrial, 
governmental  or  educational  uses 
which  are  allowed  in  the  underlying 
district,   and  which  are  not 
prohibited  in  Section  1 71 . 4 3-F ; 

( b )  Any  enlargement,  intensification 
or  alteration  of  an  existing 
commercial  or  industrial  use; 

( c )  The  rendering  impervious  of  more 
than  15%,   or  2,500  square  feet  of  any 
lot,  provided  that  a  system  for 
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artifical   recharge  of  precipitation 
to  groundwater  is  developed^  which 
shall  not  result  in  degradation  of 
groundwater   (see  Section  171.43-H. 

2.         Requirements  for  Special  Permit  in  the  Water 
Supply  protection  District 

The  applicant  shall  file  six   (6)  copies  of  a 
site  plan  prepared  by  a  qualified 
professional  with  the  Special  Permit 
Granting  Authority.     The  site  plan  shall  at 
a  minimum  including  the  following 
information  where  pertinent. 

(a)  A  complete  list  of  chemicals, 
pesticides,   fuels  and  other 
potentially  hazardous  materials  to  be 
used  or  stored  on  the  premises  in 
quantities  greater  than  those 
associated  with  normal  household  use. 

(b)  Those  businesses  using  or  storing 
such  hazardous  materials  shall  file  a 
hazardous  materials  management  plan 
with  the  Planning  Board,  Hazardous 
Materials  Coordinator,   Fire  Chief, 
and  Board  of  Health  which  shall 
include : 

(1)  Provisions  to  protect  against  the 
discharge  of  hazardous  materials  or 
wastes  to  the  environment  due  to 
spillage,  accidental  damage, 
corrosion,   leakage  or  vandalism, 
including  spill  containment  and 
clean-up  procedures. 

(2)  Provisions  for  indoor,  secured 
storage  of  hazardous  materials  and 
wastes  with  impervious  floor  surfaces. 

(3)  Evidence  of  compliance  with  the 
Regulations  of  the  Massachusetts 
Hazardous  Waste  Management  Act  310 
CMR  30,    including  obtaining  an  EPA 
identification  number  from  the  Mass. 
Department  of  Environmental 
Protect  ion . 

The  Board  of  Health  shall  be  charged 
with  the  enforcement  of  this  Section 
171.43-2-(b) . 

(c)  Drainage  recharge  features  and 
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provisions  to  prevent  loss  of 
recha  rge . 

(d)  Provisions  to  control  soil  erosion 
and  sedimentation,   soil  compaction, 
and  to  prevent  seepage  from  sewer 
pipes . 

(e)  Evidence  of  compliance  with  the 
Regulations  of  the  Massachusetts 
Hazardous  Waste  Management  Act  310 
CMR  30. 

3.         Additional  Procedures  for  Special  Permit  in 
the  Water  Supply  Protection  District: 

( a )  The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority 
shall  follow  all  special  permit 
procedures  contained  in  Section  171.8 
of  this  Bylaw.     In  addition  to 
Planning  Board  shall   refer  copies  of 
the  application  to  the  Board  of 
Health,   Conservation  Commission,  Town 
Engineer,   and  Water  Commissioners  of 
the  appropriate  district  which  shall 
review  the  application,   and  following 
a  vote  of  the  Board/Department,  shall 
submit  their  recommendations  and 
comments  to  the  Planning  Board.  Town 
agencies  which  desire  to  make 
recommendations  shall  do  so  at  the 
public  hearing  of  the  S.P.G.A. 
(Special  Permit  Granting  Authority). 

(b)  After  notice  and  public  hearing,  and 
after  due  consideration  of  the 
reports  and  recommendations  of  the 
Boards/Departments,   the  planning 
Board  may  grant  such  a  Special  Permit 
provided  that  it  finds  that  the 
proposed  use: 

(1)  will  not,  during  construction  or 
thereafter,   have  an  adverse 

environmental  impact  on  groundwater  resources  in  the 
dist  rict ; 

(2)  will  not  adversely  affect  the 
existing  or  potential  quality  and 
quantity  of  water  in  the  Water  Supply 
Protection  District; 

(3)  is  appropriate  to  the  natural 
topography,   soils  and  other 
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characteristics  of  the  site  to  be 
developed ; 

(4)   has  adequate  public  sewerage  and 
water  facilities. 

K .  Nonconforming  Uses  in  the  Water  Supply  District 

Nonconforming  uses  which  were  lawfully 
existing,   begun  or  in  receipt  of  a  building 
or  special  permit  prior  to  the  first 
publication  of  notice  of  public  hearing  for 
this  bylaw  may  be  continued.  Such 
nonconforming  uses  may  be  extended  or 
altered,  provided  that  the  applicant 
receives  a  Special  Permit  from  the  Planning 
Board  which  shall  determine  if  the  proposed 
change  would  increase  the  danger  of 
groundwater  pollution  and  thus  be 
"substantially  more  detrimental  to  the 
neighborhood"  as  specified  in  M.G.L 
Chapter  40a,   Section  6. 

Applicants  shall  follow  procedures  specified 
in  Section  171.43-J  of  this  bylaw.
